To  the  Hon.  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  respectfully  present  to  you 
their  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
institutions  under  their  charge. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  number  of  convicts  in  the 
State  Prisons  of  the  State  on  the  30th  of  September,  1860,  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  }Tear,  the  number  received  in  each  of  the  Pri- 
sons, and  the  number  discharged  by  expirations,  &c,  during  the 
year.

The  foregoing  tables  show  a  favorable  comparison  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  prisons  with  the  two  previous  years.  But 
for  the  destructive  fires  at  the  Sing  Sing  prison,  during  the  year, 
the  earnings  of  that  prison  would  have  been  greatly  increased. 
The  auger,  file  and  tapestry  shops  were  burned  on  the  first  day  of 
tha  fiscal  year,  October  1st,  1859,  throwing  out  of  employment 
270  convicts  for  about  four  months.  The  cabinet  shop  was  burnt 
on  the  2d  of  July  last,  throwing  out  of  employment  140  convicts 
for  near  three  months. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  in  the  exhibit  of  the  expenses  of  the 
prisons  the  amount  expended  during  the  year  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Sing  Sing  and  Auburn  prisons  is  not  given,  those  works 
being  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  Comptroller.  Nor  is  there  included  therein  the  amount  ex- 
pended of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  State  farm  at  Sing  Sing, 
in  extending  the  grounds  and  making  other  permanent  improve- 
ments at  that  prison,  the  account  of  which  is  rendered  directly  to 
the  Comptroller. 

The  relative  cost  of  maintaining  convicts  at  the  several  prisons

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Whole  number  of  convicts  in  the  prisons  on  the  1st  of  October, 
18G0,  2,G59,  or  237  more  than  the  number  of  cells. 

The  completion  of  the  enlargement  authorized  at  Sing  Sing  will 
add  200  sells  to  the  male  prison,  making  a  total  of  1,191,  in  which 
prison  are  confined  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  1,270  con- 
victs, and  this  number  will  be  considerably  increased  during  the 
present  winter.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  proper  accommodations 
for  the  inmates  of  this  prison  will  still  be  wanting  after  the  en- 
largement. If  it  is  proposed  to  retain  in  this  prison  even  the 
number  of  convicts  now  confined  in  it,  the  plan  of  enlargement 
should  be  changed  so  as  to  increase  to  a  considerable  extent  the 
number  of  cells. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Auburn  prison,  now  in  progress,  will 
add  sufficient  cells  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  inmates  of 
that  prison,  and  for  all  that  may  be  likely  to  be  confined  there  at 
any  time  hereafter. 

The  discipline  of  the  prisons  has  been  as  good  as  it  could  well 
be  under  the  u  congregate "  system  of  prison  management,  and 
the  laws  by  which  the  prisons  are  governed.  As  a  general  thing 
the  convicts  have  cheerfully  performed  the  labor  assigned  to  them, 
and  no  disturbance  or  insubordination  worthy  of  special  note  has 
occurred  at  either  of  the  prisons.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
building  of  an  outer  wall  around  the  Sing  Sing  prison  would  aid 
the  officers  in  preserving  more  perfect  discipline,  while  it  would 
lessen  considerably  the  expenses  of  that  institution  by  doing 
away  with  the  necessity  of  employing  more  than  two  thirds  of 
the  guard  force  now  required.  During  the  coming  year  the  indi- 
cations now  are  that  a  considerable  number  of  convicts  in  this 
prison  will  be  unemployed  by  the  contractors.  These  could  be 
employed  in  this  work.  We  therefore  ask  the  Legislature  to 
make  provision  for  this  much  needed  improvement. 

We  have  noticed  in  some  of  the  public  prints  that  representa- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  reflecting  upon 
the  officers  of  one  of  our  prisons,  charging  them  with  the  infliction 
of  cruel  and  inhuman  punishment  upon  convicts.  We  have  only 
to  say  that  these  charges  are  unfounded.  In  the  prison  alluded 
to,  from  various  causes,  it  has  been  indispensable  to  preserve  a 
rigorous  discipline,  but  in  no  instance  during  the  past  year  has 
punishment  been  inflicted  which  has  resulted  in  bodily  harm  to 
the  convict. 

The  Inspectors  do  not  contend  that  the  discipline  of  the  prisons 
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of  the  State  is  what  it  should  be,  but  they  believe  that  a  thorough 
reform  therein  can  only  be  obtained  by  material  amendment  of 
the  laws  under  which  they  are  managed.  An  important  and  most 
salutary  reform  cpuld  be  effected  by  giving  to  convicts  an  oppor- 
tunity of  gaining  a  portion  of  the  time  for  which  they  are  con- 
victed, by  reason  of  good  behavior — say  one-sixth  or  one-tenth. 
It  needs  no  argument  to  show  the  good  effect  that  such  a  provi- 
sion would  produce  in  preserving  order  and  obedience  among  the 
unfortunate  inmates  of  our  prisons.  It  would  be  an  incentive  to 
good  conduct  which  few  of  them  would  fail  to  keep  in  mind,  and 
comparatively  few  disregard. 

Another  important  reform  could  be  brought  about  by  allow- 
ing to  the  convicts  a  portion. of  the  proceeds  of  their  labor,  pro- 
portionate to  the  amount  performed.  This  would  not  only  incite 
them  to  industry,  but  produce  other  good  results.  They  would 
be  enabled,  in  many  cases,  to  send  their  earnings  to  their  families 
in  need,  or  make  other  good  use  of  them  during  their  incarcera- 
tion. Or  if  they  chose  to  treasure  up  these  earnings  till  they 
were  set  at  liberty,  they  would  serve  to  support  them  for  a  time 
and  carry  them  far  away  from  their  old  associates,  to  places  where 
they  were  unknown,  and  where  they  would  be  more  likely  to  en- 
gage in  honest  avocations.  At  present,  the  convict  leaves  the 
prison  with  barely  sufficient  means  to  carry  him  to  the  place  of 
his  conviction,  where  the  finger  of  scorn  is  ever  ready  to  be  pointed 
at  him,  and  where,  in  few  instances,  if  so  disposed,  can  he  find 
honest  employment.  Consequently,  want  soon  stares  him  in  the 
face,  and  he  is  driven  to  or  seeks  the  haunts  of  crime.  The  re- 
sult is,  that  not  unfrequently,  but  a  short  time  elapses  before  he 
is  again  an  inmate  of  the  prison  which  he  left  but  a  few  days 
before. 

We  earnestly  request  the  Legislature  to  make  provisions  by 
law  to  enable  us  to  inaugurate  these  or  similar  reforms.  Besides 
the  benefits,  briefly  alluded  to  above,  which  would  be  likely  to 
flow  therefrom,  we  feel  confident  that  most  of  the  punishments 
now  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  discipline  in  the  prisons, 
would  be  done  away  with;  in  truth,  we  know  of  no  other  means 
by  which  corporeal  punishment  can  with  safety  be  abolished  in 
our  prisons,  under  the  congregate  system. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  permanent  supply  of  water  for  the  Sing  Sing  and 
Clinton  prisons.     The  former  prison  is  supplied  from  the  Croton 
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aqueduct,  but  no  contract  has  existed  with  the  Croton  Board  for 
such  supply  for  near  four  years  past,  for  which  they  claim  a  con- 
siderable amount  from  the  State.  The  Clinton  prison  is  supplied 
with  water  by  the  diversion  of  a  stream  known  as  "Separator 
brook,"  from  the  "  Averil  ore  bed  lot"  to  the  prison  grounds,  no 
other  water  of  sufficient  quantity  being  obtainable  for  the  use  of 
the  prison,  and  the  manufacture  of  iron  at  the  prison.  The  pro- 
prietors of  the  Averil  lot  have  received  no  compensation  for  the 
use  of  this  stream  since  September  1,  1859. 

The  Inspectors  have  not  felt  authorized  to  make  any  contracts 
for  these  waters,  and  therefore  refer  the  matter  to  the  Legislature 
to  make  such  provision  as  they  may  think  proper  to  secure  to 
these  prisons  the  necessary  supply  of  water,  and  which  shall  here- 
after be  under  the  control  of  the  State. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  additional  buildings  have  been 
erected  at  the  several  prisons,  affording  sufficient  room  for  the 
convenient  employment  of  all  the  convicts,  so  that  hereafter  a 
very  small  amount  will  be  required  to  cover  the  building  and  re- 
pair accounts  of  the  prisons.  By  the  erection  of  a  large  and  com- 
modious building  for  the  boot  and  shoe  business,  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  rolling  mill  and  nail  factory  at  Clinton  prison,  faci- 
lities are  afforded  for  the  emplo}rment  of  nearly  double  the  number  of 
convicts  that  have  ever  before  been  employed  upon  contract  at 
that  prison;  therefore  considerable  improvement  in  the  finances 
of  that  institution  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 

But  one  contract  has  been  awarded  during  the  year  for  the 
labor  of  convicts,  viz  :  Messrs.  Wood,  Willard  &  Prentiss,  for  150 
men  in  the  boot  and  shoe  making  business,  at  the  Clinton  prison, 
at  thirty-six  cents  per  day  for  each  convict — those  not  being  certi- 
fied as  shoemakers  to  be  paid  for  at  half  that  price  for  the  first 
six  months. 

We  recommend  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  the  propriety 
of  increasing  the  compensation  of  the  physicians  of  the  prisons. 
But  one  is  allotted  to  each,  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  do 
justice  to  the  medical  wants  of  the  convicts,  that  they  should  de- 
vote their  whole  time  to  them.  At  present  only  a  portion  of  the 
time  of  the  physicians  is  spent  at  the  prisons — as  much  as  they 
are  willing  to  devote  to  them  for  the  compensation  which  they 
receive. 

For  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  financial  operations  of  the 
prisons,  and  other  information  relating  to  them,  we  refer  to  the 
reports  of  the  officers  of  the  several  prisons. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  the  Inspectors  to  know  that  the  three  male 
prisons  have  been  nearly  self-sustaining  for  the  last  fiscal  year, 
and  that  they  would  have  been  quite  so  but  for  the  two  fires  at 
Sing  Sing  prison.  And  while  it  is  gratifying  to  the  Inspectors,  it 
must  be  doubly  so  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  State ;  and  we  trust 
and  believe  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  pleasing  state  of 
things  will  be  realized. 

This  result  has  been  brought  about  in  a  great  measure  by  the 
economical  management  of  the  responsible  prison  officers,  and  the 
excellent  discipline  maintained  in  the  several  prisons,  and  also  in 
having  men  well  adapted  to  fill  their  stations,  in  which  latter  re- 
pects  we  think  we  have  been  peculiarly  fortunate. 

We  had  the  fullest  confidence  at  the  commencement  of  the  pre- 
sent fiscal  year  to  believe  that  the  prisons  would  relieve  the  tax 
payers  entirely  from  the  hitherto  heavy  burthen  imposed  upon 
them  for  their  support,  but  in  consequence  of  the  stagnation  in 
business,  and  the  unwillingness  of  contractors  to  employ  convicts 
on  their  respective  contracts,  we  fear  that  our  anticipations  will 
not  be  fully  realized  this  year.

Cash  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer,  in  bank  designated 
by  Treasurer,  $97,582.84,  of  which  $3,124.56  was  the  earnings  of 
the  female  prison. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  last  fiscal  year  I  expected,  if  it  become 
my  duty  again  to  make  another  report,  to  have  been  able  to  show 
this  prison  had  more  than  paid  expenses,  but  it  will  be  recollected 
that  the  last  six  months  of  last  year  we  paid  nearly  $1,000  into 
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the  treasury  over  expenses,  but  at  the  commencement  of  this 
year  the  auger,  file  and  carpet  factory  shops  were  burned,  which 
threw  270  convicts  out  of  employment;  this  had  the  effect  to 
run  our  earnings  down  below  expenses.  The  re-building  was 
almost  entirely  done  by  Convicts,  which  made  a  material  differ- 
ence in  the  expense.  Again,  on  the  third  of  July,  soon  after 
completing  the  enlargement  of  the  cabinet  shop,  it  was  burned, 
which  again  threw  140  convicts  out  of  employment.  It  will  be 
seen  by  the  above  statement,  that  had  it  not  been  for  these  fires, 
we  should  have  been  able  to  show  quite  an  amount'  earned  over 
expenses.  As  this  prison  is  not  walled  in,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
a  much  larger  number  of  officers  than  at  the  other  prisons,  which 
swells  our  expenses.  Provision  is  much  higher,  and  a  marked 
difference  will  also  be  seen  by  comparing  the  amounts  paid  by 
contractors  at  the  Auburn  prison  with  similar  contracts  at  the  Sing 
Sing  prison,  which  makes  a  difference  for  the  year  of  nearly 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 

I  also  refer  you  to  the  tables  accompanying  this  report  for  the 
necessary  detail  of  expenditures  and  receipts,  and  the  reports  of 
the  chaplain  and  physician,  and  other  officers,  of  the  matters  con- 
nected with  their  several  departments.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 

OF  TIIE  SING   SING  PRISON,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1860. 

To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — However  degraded  and  self-abandoned  human  na- 
ture may  become,  a  patient  and  thorough  investigation  will  seldom 
fail  of  detecting,  somewhere  in  its  multifarious  foldings  of  cor- 
ruption, a  germ  of  moral  vitality — a  power  of  recuperation — await- 
ing the  quickening  touch  of  genial  influences.  Every  undoomed 
man  feels  "  this  divinity  stirring  within  him,"  breathing  forth  its 
struggling  aspirations  for  the  "  good  and  the  right  way." 

An  abiding  conviction  in  t-he  existence  of  this  vital  element  of 
fallen  and  degraded  humanity  arms  the  ministrations  of  Christian- 
ity with  its  wonted  power,  philanthropy  with  its  patient  courage, 
and  patriotism  with  its  unconquerable  zeal.  Our  rapidly  increas- 
ing chapel  buildings,  reformatory  schools,  reclaiming  asylums  and 
state  penitentiaries  prove  the  universality  of  this  conviction. 

This.  I  am  aware,  gentlemen,  is  also  your  conviction,  and  you 
believe,  with  the  immortal  Howard,  that  "  there  is  nothing  gained 
by  the  imprisonment  of  criminals  unless  that  imprisonment  tends  to 
reformation  ;v  but,  like  him,  you  have  met  with  many  obstacles,  in 
applying  the  appropriate  culture  and  incitements,  unknown  to  the 
mere  theorist.  Some  of  these  obstacles  and  their  remedies  I  have 
elsewhere  noticed,  and  need  not,  therefore,  repeat  them  here. 
Let  me,  however,  gentlemen, — more  for  the  ear  of  our  legislators 
than  for  yours, — refer  to  one  or  two  of  the  more  prominent 
hindrances  to  reform,  with  which  the  honorable  board  have  to 
contend. 

First,  the  want  of  a  secure  outer  wall.  This  presents  a  strong 
and  perpetual  temptation  to  our  restless  and  long-sentenced  con- 
victs to  conceal  themselves  in  order  to  escape  at  night.  Then 
succceeds  the  vexatious,  nocturnal  watchings,  and  toil  of  keepers 
and  guards,  until  the  practical  advocate  for  personal  liberty  is 
found.  No  wonder  that  the  hearts  of  the  keepers  and  guards 
should  become  steeled  against  him,  and  they  hasten  with  appa-

rent  relish  to  the  scene  of  u  richly  deserved  punishment."  As 
these  attempts  at  escape  are  not  unfrequent,  is  it  wonderful  if 
keepers  and  guards  should,  impreceptibly,  slide  into  the  conclu- 
sion that  "  convicts  are  all  alike;"  and,  on  the  other  hand,  is  it 
wonderful  that  the  convict  being  conscious  of  the  zest  with  which 
his  punishment  is  inflicted,  should  abandon  himself  to  despair, 
and  cherish  a  spirit  of  indiscriminate  revenge  ?  Another  obstacle 
is  painfully  realized  in  the  evident  demand  of  the  public  that 
your  prisons  should  be  self-sustaining.  In  confirmation  of  this 
statement,  just  notice  with  how  much  greater  zest  a  large  por- 
tion of  that  mighty  former  and  reflector  of  public  opinion,  the 
press,  will  seize  upon  and  publish  the  financial  than  the  moral 
gains  of  prison  management. 

Do  not  our  visitors,  and  especially  sheriffs,  district  attorneys, 
judges,  legislative  committees,  &c,  &c,  generally  manifest  more 
sympathy  with  the  financial  than  with  the  moral  and  reformatory 
prosperity  of  our  prisons? 

But  one  answer  can  be  given  to  these  and  similar  questions, 
and  that  answer  must,  inevitably,  develop  the  fact  that  money 
making  and  " self-sustaining'''1  prison  management  has  been- the 
central  idea,  the  all-absorbing  theme  of  the  public  mind.  Now  the 
potency  of  public  opinion,  and  especially  so  if  sanctioned  by  lead- 
ing men,  cannot  be  questioned.  Its  increasing  power  is  seen  and 
felt  on  every  hand.  Who  can  wonder  therefore,  that  it  should 
materially  affect  prison  management  and  prison  discipline,  gradu- 
ally, but  effectually  introducing  an  impulsive,  driving  anti-refor- 
matory regime?  Is  not  this  state  of  things  perpetuated,  by  the 
fact  that  the  spirit  of  this  kind  of  discipline  is  contagious.  The 
Latins  have  an  illustrative  proverb  very  much  to  the  point,  "  If 
you  live  with  those  who  are  lame  you  will  yourself  learn  to  limp." 
We  cannot  avoid  contracting,  more  or  less,  the  habits,  catching 
the  dialect,  or  adopting  the  manners  of  those  with  whom  we 
associate;  hence  I  have  in  some  instances,  seen  m«n  of  cherished 
sympathies  for  reform  and  corresponding  discipline,  when  they 
come  here,  gradually  losing  that  sympathy,  and  with  it  their  con- 
siderate and  gentle  bearing  towards  the  convicts. 

When  the  public  shall  be  let  to  see  (and  thank  God  it  is  in  a 
transition  state)  that  the  great  design  of  penitentiary  punishment 
is  not  to  make  money  by  driving  the  convicts  in  their  tasks,  to 
the  death,  but  by  reforming  them,  this  obstacle  will  be  removed. 

Another  and  very  important  obstacle  is  the  want  of  suitable 
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punishment  rooms.  This  obstacle  I  named  both  to  the  commis- 
sion of  prison  enlargement  two  years  since,  and  in  my  last  year's 
report,  but  beg  the  forbearance  of  the  board  while  1  repeat  and 
re-urge  "the  disciplinary  importance  of  providing  the  principal 
keeper  with  a  private  consulting  room,"  &c,  and  some  fifteen  or 
twenty  large,  light,  airy,  but  solitary  cells,  in  which  to  confine 
and  diet  refractory  convicts  until  they  shall  yield  entire  submis- 
sion to  the  rules  of  the  prison;  had  this  been  done  two  years  ago, 
even,  what  untold  misery,  cruelty  and  crime  might  have  been 
prevented.  The  well-known  case  of  Thorn.  Kelly,  is  highly  sug- 
gestive, and  need  not  be  enlarged  upon  further,  than  to  say,  that 
such  men  ought  not  to  be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances,  to 
go  at  large;  a  properly  constructed  building  should  at  onc«  be 
erected  for  that  class  of  convicts.  Strongly  as  I  should  object  to 
the  "solitary  system"  for  the  majority  of  convicts,  I  am  neverthe- 
less constrained  to  believe  it  both  necessary  and  humane,  for  a 
small  proportion  of  them,  thus  relieving  the  main  prison  of  the 
worst  men.  Brutal  punishments,  such  as  have  a  barbarizing 
effect  upon  both  keepers  and  men,  could  then  be  entirely  dis- 
pensed with. 

The  impulsive  manner  of  so  generalizing  criminality  as  to  visit 
with  punishment  the  crime  of  one  or  two  convicts  upon  the  mass, 
is  both  unjust  and  injurious  in  its  moral  effects.  For  instance, 
one  of  the  rules  of  the  library  is,  that  the  book  selected  shall  be 
returned  in  three  weeks,  clean  and  uninjured;  so  earnestly  did 
convicts  desire  to  respond  to  these  conditions,  that  they  generally 
provided  themselves  with  book-shelves,  where,  with  their  Bibles 
and  hymn  books,  they  might  deposit  their  books  from  the  library  ; 
a  few  of  these  shelves  were  enclosed  in  a  box,  with  a  lock  and 
key  attached.  In  one  or  two  of  these  boxes  were  found  some  con- 
traband articles;  as  soon  as  this  was  ascertained,  not  only  the 
boxes,  (which  would  have  been  right  enough)  but  every  and  all 
of  these  shelves  were  sentenced  to  destruction.  I  never  saw  such 
a  set  of  downcast  faces  as  the  1,000  men  presented  in  passing 
through  the  library  the  next  "change-week,"  to  return  their  "mussed 
up  books."  In  apologizing  for  the  condition  of  their  books  some  of 
them  would  ask,  "  What  have  we  done  amiss  that  our  bits  of 
book-shelves  should  be  taken  away?  "  While  I  could  not  but  see 
that  the  effect  of  this  course  was  to  annihilate  that  self-respect 
which  the  rules  of  the  library  were  intended  to  cultivate,  I  was  • 
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at  the  same  time  under  the  necessity,  by  perfect  silence,  of  appear- 
ing to  approve  of  it. 

I  will  only  mention  another  instance  of  this  kind.  At  one  time 
the  convicts  were  allowed  to  receive  from  their  friends  comforters 
for  the  neck  to  be  worn  in  winter.  A  few  men  muffled  themselves 
up  unnecessarily,  and  in  consequence  of  this,  on  a  Sabbath  morn- 
ing, as  the  convicts  were  marching  into  the  chapel,  near  the  door 
stood  a  couple  ef  keepers,  who,  in  a  rough  and  irritating  manner, 
snatched  at  the  necks  of  the  men  as  they  passed  and  took  the 
comforters  which  they  had  been  allowed  to  receive,  and  threw 
them  in  a  heap  on  the  floor,  this  without  a  moment's  warning,  or 
the  most  distant  idea  of  the  cause.  The  convicts  march  on  and 
are  seated  in  the  chapel  it  is  true,  but  what  may  we  suppose  are 
the  thoughts  and  feelings  of  those  hundreds  of  men  during  that 
service  ?     I  only  speak  of  what  I  saw  and  felt. 

I  have  named  the  two  instances,  not  to  complain  of  any  per- 
sonal disrespect  thereby  intended ;  nothing,  I  am  confident,  could 
be  farther  from  the  thoughts  of  those  who  ordered  it,  but  only  to 
show  how  directly  such  an  indiscriminating  and  irritating  disci- 
pline is  connected  with,  and  destructive  of,  "  the  fruits,  &c,"  of 
this  department,  that  the  law  directs  me  to  report.  No,  gentlemen, 
the  "  personal"  respect  and  consideration  I  have  received  at  the 
hands  of  the  keepers  generally,  and  the  principal  officers  in  par- 
ticular, demand  my  sincere  gratitude. 

If  the  State  would  consent  to  assume  the  undivided  control  of 
prison  discipline  by  becoming  her  own  contractor,  making  her 
wares  and  sales ;  if  she  would  allow  the  convicts  to  learn  a  trade 
entire,  and  above  all,  if  she  and  her  officers  would  be  influenced 
by  official  data  respecting  the  possibility  of  convict  reform  instead 
of  relying  upon  the  mere  gossip  of  the  uninformed,  the  "  obsta- 
cles" we  have  noticed  would  vanish  at  once.  Let  me  remark, 
however,  that  changes  in  discipline  to  be  safe  must  be  gradual. 

Our  library  operations  are  as  prosperous  and  efficient  as  ever. 
A  thousand  men  pass  through  it  every  three  weeks,  returning  and 
selecting  a  book  without  dictation,  and  with  perfect  order  and 
punctuality.  In  these  labors,  in  the  reading  and  correcting  of  all 
the  letters  that  the  convicts  send  to,  and  all  they  receive  from, 
their  friends,  spending  two  days  every  three  weeks  in  visiting 
their  families,  preaching  once  in  each  prison  on  every  Sabbath, 
and  attending  to  all  other  incidental  duties,  every  hour  of  my 
time  during  the  year  has  been  fully  occupied. 
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Allow  me  here,  gentlemen,  to  thank  you  and  the  agent  for  tho 
new  and  convenient  library  and  private  room  lately  erected.  I 
am,  indeed,  much  encouraged  in  my  work  in  view  of  the  lato 
moral  and  religious  aspect  of  both  the  male  and  female  prisons; 
the  latter  has,  I  think,  been  gaining  in  these  respects  during  the 
year;  much  of  this  prosperity  is  to  be  credited  to  the  personal 
sacrifices  the  matron  and  her  assistants  have  voluntarily  made  in 
maintaining  a  Sabbath  school  and  Bible  class,  thus  preparing  those 
under  their  care  for  the  chapel  services  which  immediately  follow. 
These  Sabbath  school  exercises,  also,  in  their  reaction  tend  to 
prepare  the  matrons  to  deal  with  their  frail  charges  during  the 
ensuing  week  as  moral  and  religious  beings,  having  souls  to  be 
saved  or  lost  eternally  I  Would  that  the  male  keepers  were  willing 
to  make  the  same  sacrifice  in  behalf  of  their  charge.  "He  that 
converteth  a  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way  shall  save  a  soul 
from  death,  and  shall  hide  (prevent)  a  multitude  of  sins."  That 
is,  among  others,  criminal  sins,  sins  which,  in  their  perpetration 
and  adjudication,  would  cost  the  State  tenfold  more  financially 
than  she  would  gain  by  the  most  barbarous  discipline  and  rigid 
economy. 

Most  sincerely  do  I  thank  Mr.  Beal  and  the  society  by  which 
he  is  sustained  for  the  important  benefits  they  have  conferred  in 
procuring  employment  and  homes  for  so  many  scores  of  our  men 
and  women  on  their  discharge  from  prison.  Most  richly  does  this 
noble  society  deserve  a  liberal  appropriation  to  enable  it  to  carry 
out  its  various  and  benevolent  schemes. 

Allow  me  here  to  respectfully  and  gratefully  acknowledge  tho 
successful  efforts  of  Mrs.  Pierre  Van  Cortland  and  her  sister,  Mrs. 
Parmelee,  of  Messrs.  Haskett,  Tilton,  Bates  and  others  in  so 
bountifully  replenishing  our  library. 

This  will  not,  however,  supersede  the  necessity  for  an  annual 
appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

Please  find  the  statistics  of  this  department,  and  the  reports  of 
your  teachers  attached,  and  accept  of  my  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments for  the  uniform  kindness  and   consideration  bestowed  upon

We  herewith  submit  to  you  a  statement  of  our  work  during  the 
year  past: 

We  have  had  under  instruction  during  the  year  past,  altogether, 
about  1,050  men,  and  now  our  books  show  as  being  under  instruc- 
tion : 

Learning  the  alphabet 16 

Learning  to  spell 57 

Learning  to  read 232 

Learning  to  write 353 

Learning  arithmetic 186 

844 

This  is  a  large  increase  on  the  number  under  instruction  last 
year,  and  shows  the  interest  manifested  in  their  studies  by  those 
whom  we  instruct,  and  the  general  desire  to  be  instructed. 

We  regret  to  say  that  wTe  cannot  state  the  names  of  the  text 
books  we  use,  not  having  been  supplied  with  any,  but  a  very  pro- 
miscuous assortment  donated  to  the  prison.  This  want  of  uni- 
formity in  the  books  of  instruction  used  is  a  great  drawback  to 
our  labors,  as  also  a  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  lights  in  the 
hall  in  the  evening,  when  our  instruction  is  given,  and  the  only 
time  nearly  when  those  under  instruction  can  study  their  lessons. 
Our  mode  of  instruction  has  already  been  explained  in  former 
reports,  and  therefore  requires  no  reiteration.  In  conclusion,  we 
would  say  that  our  efforts  are  appreciated  by  those  whom  we 
instruct,  and  this  is  a  great  source  of  gratification  and  encourage- 
ment to  us.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Sing  Sing  Prison  Hospital,  ? 
Sep*.  30,  1860.  J 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — In  this  my  annual  report  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  Sing  Sing  prison,  permit  me  again  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  crowded  state  of  the  prison  :  200  cells  are  now  occupied 
by  two  convicts  in  each,  there  being  1,238  convicts  and  only 
1,000  cells.  The  putting  two  persons  in  one  room,  3  by  7  feet, 
must  tend  greatly  to  promote  sickness. 

My  last  year's  report  showed  the  daily  number  of  applicants 
for  medical  treatment  was  34,  and  the  daily  average  of  hospital 
patients  10,  while  for  the  present  year  the  average  number  of  ap- 
plicants is  54,  an  increase  of  4-9ths,  and  patients  hospital  19J, 
almost  double  that  of  the  last  year. 

Our  bill  of  mortality  is  not  much  increased,  there  being  only 
14  by  sickness  and  3  casualties,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to 
the  table  of  deaths  annexed. 

There  has  been  nothing  peculiar  in  the  character  of  the  diseases 
of  the  year,  only  that  the  scurvy  has  prevailed  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  known  in  this  prison;  one  case  only  died.  Did  the 
crowded  state  of  the  prison  have  anything  to  do  with  the  increase 
of  sickness  ? 

The  female  department  also  suffers,  being  over  crowded;  36 
new  cells  have  been  erected  within  the  year,  making  in  all  108, 
too  small  a  number  to  accommodate  137  convicts.  Will  the 
Board  please  bear  in  mind  that  crowded  institutions  are  almost 
always  unhealthy. 

Four  have  died  in  the  female  prison,  all  of  consumption.  Five 
children  have  been  born,  and  four  infants  have  died;  one,  a  pre- 
mature birth,  lived  but  a  few  days,  one  from  cholera  infantum, 
one  from  marasmus,  and  one  from  inflammation  of  the  lungs. 

The  supply  of  provisions  has  been  abundant  and  of  good  qua- 
lity.    Fresh  meats  are  served  about  one-quarter  of  the  time. 
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The  pest  house  suggested  in  my  last  report  is  now  finished. 
As  yet  we  have  had  no  infectious  cases  to  call  it  into  requisition. 
Subjoined  are  the  usual  tabular  statistics. 

Very  much  has  been  said  relative  to   the  modes  of  punishment 

we  use  in  this  prison.     If  corporeal   punishment  be  necessary  to 

the  maintenance  of  good  discipline,  I  very  much  prefer  the  use  of 

the  cat  as  not  endangering  the  health  of  the  convict,  and  as  being 

more  effective  in  promoting  good  discipline.

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FEMALE  PRISON. 

Sing  Sing,  Sept.  30,  1860. 
To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  law  and  usage  it  has  again  be- 
come my  duty  to  report  the  condition  of  the  penal  institution 
under  my  charge. 

On  the  30th  day  of  September,  1859,  there  were  one  hundred 
and  thirty-six  convicts  in  this  prison.  During  the  year  commenc- 
ing October  1,  1859,  forty-nine  have  been  received,  making  a  total 
of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Since  this  date  thirty-nine  have  been  discharged  by  expiration 
of  sentence,  five  have  been  pardoned  by  the  Governor,  and  four 
have  died,  leaving  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  now  confined  in 
this  prison. 

Of  this  number  eighty-one  are  trimming  hats  for  Charles  Wat- 
son's contract,  and  twelve  are  employed  upon  State  work  for  the 
male  prison.  Those  remaining,  who  are  not  invalids,  are  occu- 
pied, whenever  their  services  may  be  required,  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  prison. 

For  statistics  with  regard  to  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  this 
prison,  allow  me  respectfully  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the 
agent,  where  they  will  more  appropriately  appear. 

The  degree  of  health  enjoyed  by  the  inmates  has  been  equal  to, 
if  not  exceeding,  that  of  the  previous  year.  No  epidemic  has 
prevailed,  and  but  few  cases  of  acute  disease  or  serious  illness. 
Of  the  four  who  have  died  three  were  confirmed  invalids  when 
received,  and  all  were  victims  of  consumption. 

The  conduct  of  the  convicts  has,  in  general,  been  good,  very 
little  disturbance  of  our  usual  quiet,  and  few  instances  of  serious 
insubordination.  Most  of  them  here  have  been  industrious  and 
respectful  towards  those  to  whose  care  they  were  consigned.  It 
is  a  gratifying  fact  that  several  who  were  named  as  being  the  most 
disorderly  and  ungovernable  when  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
matron,  are  now  among  the  most  quiet  and  obedient,  and  in  some 
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instances   their  evident  efforts   to    control    their    hitherto   unre- 
strained passions  were  worthy  of  commendation. 

The  number  of  punishments  inflicted  during  the  past  year  is 
forty-two,  most  of  which  were  of  the  mildest  form,  the  more  se- 
vere being  confined  to  a  few  and  the  same  individuals.  And  allow 
me  to  add,  that  in  no  instance  have  I  resorted  to  punishment 
until  repeated  remonstrance  failed  to  produce  the  desired  result. 
The  Sabbath  school  is  still  continued  with  evidence  of  increas- 
ing interest.  The  hour  is  occupied  in  reading  the  Bible,  with 
such  explanations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  enlighten  the 
understanding  of  these  truly  benighted  ones,  thus  preparing  them 
more  readily  to  receive  into  their  hearts  the  divine  truths  regu- 
larly dispensed  from  the  sacred  desk. 

The  Sabbath  exercises,  conducted  by  our  worthy  and  faithful 
chaplain,  occasionally  assisted  by  other  ministers  and  speakers, 
have  usually  been  attended  with  a  degree  of  interest  seldom  mani- 
fested by  respectable  congregations  of  citizens  ;  and  we  have 
good  reason  to  hope  that  those  who  have  so  liberally  "cast  their 
bread  upon  the  waters"  will  reap  an  abundant  harvest,  even 
though  it  be  "after  many  days." 

In  justice  to  my  assistants  I  would  say,  that  to  the  utmost  of 
their  ability  they  have  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  assigned 
them  in  their  various  departments,  and  have  shown  themselves 
ever  ready  to  aid  me  in  sustaining  the  discipline  of  the  prison. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  express  my  sense  of  the 
many  obligations  I  am  under  to  you  for  the  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  received  at  your  hands.  I  have  endeavored,  faithfully 
and  conscientiously,  to  perform  the  duties  of  my  office,  complying 
cheerfully  with  all  your  requirements,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  pre- 
venting any  act  which  you  would  not  fully  sanction.  And  if  I 
have,  in  any  measure,  been  successful  in  my  vocation,  much  is  to 
be  attributed  to  the  generous  confidence  and  suppprt  accorded  to 
my  efforts  by  yourselves. 

Hoping  that  my  earnest  endeavors,  efficiently  to  perform  the 
duties  devolving  upon  me,  have  met  your  approbation,

AGENT  AND  WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


Auburn  Prison,  November,  1860. 
To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  agent  and  warden  of  the  Auburn  Prison,  as 
required  by  law,  respectfully 

REPORTS : 

That  the  financial  affairs  of  this  prison  for  the  financial  year 
ending  September  30,  1860,  has  been  of  unexampled  prosperity. 
The  receipts  of  the  prison  have  been  largely  increased,  while  the 
expenses  are  not  materially  different  from  last  and  former  years.

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I  would  again  most  respectfully  draw  yont  attention  to  tho 
propriety  of  urging  upon  the  Legislature  the  expediency  of 
making  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  repairs  of  the 
prisons,  they  are  not  proper  charges  against  the  prisons. 

I  would  also  draw  your  attention  to  the  inadequate  compensa- 
tion paid  to  the  physicians  of  the  prison;  the  amount  they  now 
receive  makes  it  necessary  for  them  to  look  to  outside  practice  to 
aid  them  in  supporting  their  families,  to  the  neglect  of  the  unfor- 
tunate convicts  ;  a  few  hours  in  the  morning  are  devoted  by 
them  to  the  examination  of  sometimes  one  hundred  convicts,  who 
come  before  thenrfor  treatment;  it  caunot  be  supposed  that  their 
cases  can  receive  that  attention  that  they  would  give  them  if  their 
whole  time  could  be  devoted  to  their  wants.  It  is  well  known 
by  all  having  any  knowledge  of  our  prisons,  that  there  is  scarcely 
a  week  but  some  of  the  convicts  suffer  from  severe  cuts  and 
bruises,  received  in  their  different  occupations;  their  treatment 
should  be  immediate,  but  from  the  causes  stated,  the  only  treat- 
ment they  can  reeeive  until  the  physician  can  be  found,  is  from 
the  hospital  attendent  (a  convict)  ;  at  night,  too,  they  are  often 
taken  sick  in  their  cells,  and  no  medical  skill  at  hand  to  relieve 
their  distress,  until  the  physician  can  be  found.  In  is  due  to 
Dr.  Dimon,  the  physician,  to  state  that  he  devotes  more  time  to 
their  wants  than  he  can  possibly  afford  to  do.  He  stands  emi- 
nent in  his  profession,  as  have  those  who  have  preceded  him,  and 
he  should  not  be  subjected  to  the  necessity,  and  apparent  want  of 
humanity,  of  neglecting  those  unfortunate  men.  As  a  matter  of 
economy  alone,  I  would  urge  it.  Many  of  the  convicts  sent  to 
the  hospital,  if  their  wounds  and  diseases  could  be  oftener  dressed 
and  attended  to,  would  be  enabled  to  leave  the  hospital  and  go 
to  work  upon  their  respective  contracts  so  much  sooner  as  to 
more  than  make  up  the  proposed  increased  salary.  I  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  his  report  touching  this  subject.  Although 
I  only  intended  to  treat  on  the  subject  of  the  increase  for  this 
prison,  yet  I  doubt  not  the  same  reasons  would  urge  the  increase 
for  the  other  prisons. 

The  average  earnings  of  each  convict  employed  upon  contract 
in  this  prison,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1860,  was  per 
day  38  cents  9  mills. 

The  average  earnings  of  all  the  convicts  in  this  prison  per  day 
was  37  cents  5  mills. 

The  average  number  on  contract  was  723. 
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The  average  number  in  prison  during  the  year  was  855. 

The  average  cost  of  supporting  each  convict  in  prison  per  day 
was  23  cents  9  mills.* 

We  have  sent  to  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Convicts  during  the  year 
seven  convicts,  and  have  received  from  them  one  cured. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  has  been 
excellent.  Mr.  Stephen  S.  Austin,  the  principal  keeper,  to  whom 
it  is  mostly  given  in  charge,  has  devoted  himself  with  an  assiduity 
worthy  of  all  praise.  His  duties  have  been  much  increased  the 
past  summer  by  the  new  erections  now  going  forward,  as  well  as 
b}r  my  sickness. 

To  the  physican  and  chaplain  am  I  much  indebted  for  their  va- 
luable assistance  in  carrying  on  the  institution  so  successfully. 
The  clerk,  whose  duties  have  been  very  largely  increased  by  the 
enlargement  of  the  prison,  making  his  duties  almost  twice  as  ar- 
duous as  under  ordinary  circumstances,  is  entitled  and  should  re- 
ceive from  the  Legislature  something  more  substantial  that  mere 
praise  from  me. 

Amongst  our  officers  generally  there  has  been  entire  unity  of 
action,  and  I  feel  under  many  obligations  to  them  for  the  prompt 
manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  all  orders  given  them. 
Their  conduct  has  materially  aided  in  bringing  about  the  present 
condition  of  the  prison.  The  financial  success  of  a  prison  is  ma- 
terially affected  for  good  or  evil  by  the  character  of  its  officers, 
and  their  moral  bearing  has  a  still  greater  effect  upon  the  refor- 
mation or  degradation  of  the  convicts  of  whom  they  have  charge. 

I  regret  to  add  that  there  have  been  four  convicts  who  have  suc- 
ceeded in  effecting  their  escape  from  this  prison  since  my  last  re- 
port— -two  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  two  in  the  now  fiscal 
year — -and  I  regret  still  more  being  compelled  to  say  that,  in  my 
judgment,  in  both  cases  it  was  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  those  having  them  in  charge.  The  further  services  of 
both  the  persons  having  them  in  charge  were  instantly  dispensed 
with.  This  shows  the  absolute  necessity  of  care  in  the  selection 
of  proper  keepers  to  take  charge  of  convicts. 

There  has  been  one  new  contract  let  since  my  last  report,  viz : 
seventy-live  men  to  be  employed  at  the  business  of  coopering,  to 
Adam  Miller,  for  five  years,  from  November  1,  1360,  at  63  3-10 
cents  per  day. 

•  This  includes  all  expenses  but  buildings  and  repairs. 
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On  the  14th  November,  the  boiler  in  the  machine  shop  exploded 
with  tremendous  force,  tearing  everything  to  pieces  that  came  in 
contact  with   it,  but   "  He   who  rules   all   things,   and  doeth   all 
things  well,"  so  willed  it  that  no  one  was  injured  by  it  materially, 
although  some  of  the  convicts  were  in  the  boiler  room  at  the  time. 
The  building  was  considerably  injured,  the  windows  in  the  entire 
shop  were  either  all  broken  or  requiring  repairs.     Ought  not  the 
Legislature  to  pass  a  law  requiring  that  no  person  should  be  em- 
ployed as  an  engineer  in  any  shop  connected  with  the  prisons  ex- 
cept those  entirely  competent,  and  who  has  had  practical  experi- 
ence.    Up  to  that  time  none  but   convicts  were  employed  as  en- 
gineers, and  most  of  them  entirely  ignorant  of  their  construction 
or  management.     The  lives  of  the  officers,  contractors  and  con- 
victs, as  well  as  the  property  of  the  State,  ought  not  to  be  thus 
hazarded.     If  this  boiler  had  been  located  inside  of  the  shop,  the 
destruction  to  human  life  must  have  been  terrible.     The  boiler, 
weighing  about  forty  hundred  pounds,  was   carried   about  1,100 
feet  from  where  it  exploded,  and  is  said  by  those  who  saw  it.  and 
who   are   acquainted  with  the  nature  of  such  explosions,  to  have 
ascended    in  the  air   at  least  nine  hundred  to  one  thousand  feet. 
It  was  the  result  of  gross  carelessness  and  utter  ignorance  on  the 
part  of  the  person  having  charge  of  it. 

In  1859  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  agent  of 
the  Auburn  prison  to  sell   at  public  auction  a  gore  of  land  be- 
longing to  the  prison,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Owasco  outlet,  not 
needed  for  prison  purposes,  and  to  use  such  amount  arising  from 
the  sale  thereof  as  might  be  required  to  purchase  a  suitable  spot 
for  a  prison  burying  ground.     After  consulting  with  the  Inspec- 
tors, it  was  thought  unnecessary  to  purchase,  as  we  could  get  the 
convicts,  who  might  die  in  the  course  of  time  here,  buried  by  one 
of  the  sextons  of  the  city  in  what  is  known  as  the  North  street 
burying  ground,  as  cheap  as  we  should  be  able  to  do  if  we  owned 
a  lot  for  that  purpose.     Since  that  time  the  Common  Council  have 
forbid  us  to  bury  there,  and  we  are  now  left  without  any  suitable 
place  to  bury  our  dead.     After  the  Board   and  myself  came  to 
this  conclusion  I  deposited  the   money  received   from  the  sale  in 
the  Treasury,  and  it  is  now  beyond   our  reach  without  an  appro- 
priation by  the  Legislature.    I  would  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  this   subject,  and  ask  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  such 
amount  thus  deposited   as  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  suita- 
ble lot  of  ground  for  this  purpose.     You  are  aware  that  previous 
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to  the  erection  of  the  asylum  the  dead  from  this  prison  were 
buried  in  the  asylum  lot. 

The  large  and  commodious  building  now  being  erected  for  a 
mess-room,  chapel  and  hospital  in  the  place  of  those  now  used, 
and  which  have  to  be  taken  down  for  the  erection  of  an  additional 
number  of  cells,  are  about  completed,  and  will  be  used  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  built  in  a  few  days.  They  have 
been  built  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  and  have  much  im- 
proved the  looks  of  the  prison.  As  soon  as  we  are  able  to  move 
into  the  new  mess-room,  we  shall  tear  down  the  inside  work  of  the 
present  mess-room,  chapel  and  hospital,  and  proceed  with  the 
cells.  The  stone  is  mostly  cut  and  ready  to  be  put  up,  and  the 
iron  doors  and  other  things  needed  for  the  cell  doors  are  also 
mostly  ready  to  put  up.  It  is  greatly  feared  that  the  appropria- 
tion will  fall  short  of  finishing  the  cells.  I  trust  not  much,  but 
the  other  building  has  exceeded  the  estimated  cost.  The  wet 
weather  that  we  have  had  has  not  only  delayed  the  work,  but  has 
forced  us  to  do  now,  when  the  days  are  short,  what  would  have 
been  done  in  longer  ones,  thus  adding  largely  to  our  outlay  in 
labor.  We  found  it  absolutely  necessary  also  to  change  somewhat 
the  original  plan,  increasing  largely  the  outlay.  But  we  have 
the  consolation  of  knowing  that  all  the  money  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  last  winter  for  the  enlargement  of  our  prison  has 
been  more  than  paid  back  within  the  fiscal  year  in  which  it  was 
appropriated*  I  doubt  not,  therefore,  that  the  Legislature  will 
cheerfully  give  us  such  small  amount  as  may  be  required  to  finish 
and  complete  the  work.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

November,  1860. 
To  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  medical  department  of  the  State  prison  at 
Auburn  : 

By  the  tables  accompanying  this  report  it  will  appear  that 
there  has  been  more  sickness  in  this  prison  the  past  year  than  in 
the  preceding  one.  The  year  1858-9  was  more  sickly  than  for 
several  years  before.  In  this  respect,  however,  there  is.  nothing 
peculiar  in  the  condition  of  the  prison,  excepting  perhaps,  its 
crowded  state;  for  the  surrounding  country  has  evinced  the  same 
fact.  While  the  percentage  of  sickness  has  been  greater  the  per- 
centage of  deaths  has  been  less.  With  a  larger  number  of  con- 
victs the  number  of  deaths  for  1859-60  is  the  same  as  in  1858-9, 
viz  :  thirteen. 

From  dysentery  ._ 2 

fever,  congestive  and  typhoid _ 2 

peritonitis,  acute  and  chronic _ 2 

phthisis  and  empyema 2 

putrid  sore  throat _ 

inflammation  of  brain _ _ 

cholera  morbus _ _.

Affections  of  bowels  prevailed  extensively  in  the  prison  during 
the  months  of  October  and  June;  fever,  and  affections  of  the 
throat  in  the  months  of  March  and  April.  There  has  been  but 
one  death  from  consumption  during  the  year.  Seven  convicts 
have  been  sent  to  the  asylum  for  insane  convicts  from  this  prison 
during  the  year;  four  had  been  insane  previous  to  conviction; 
three  became  insane  for  the  first  time  after  coming  to  the  prison. 
There  has  no  case  come  to  my  knowledge  where  punishment 
resorted   to   to   maintain  discipline,    has   seriously  affected   the 
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health  of  a  convict,  and  1  have  uniformly  found  all   the  ol  of 

the  prison  taking  careful  and  kindly  interest  in  the  health  of  the 
men  under  their  charge.  For  further  information  in  detail,  I 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  tables  appended  to  this  communica- 
tion. 

I  congratulate  the  board  on  the  prospect  of  80011  obtaining  a 
hospital  for  this  prison.  Hitherto  some  unused  attic  has  been 
taken  and  fitted  up  for  that  purpose,  and  by  necessity  afforded 
but  imperfect  hospital  accommodations.  I >u t  the  new  building, 
if  it  shall  be  supplied  with  the  usual  hospital  appliances,  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  of  its  construction,  will  leave  nothing 
to  be  desired  that  it  is  possible  to  obtain,  having  due  regard  to 
the  prevention  of  escapes. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  having,  as 
it  seems  to  me,  an  important  bearing  upon  the  proper  provision 
for  the  sick  inmates  of  this  prison,  as  also  of  the  other  prisons  of 
the  State.  I  refer  to  the  medical  services  for  the  convicts.  By 
the  present  plan  a  physician  engaged  in  private  practice  is  hired 
for  a  small  sum  to  render  such  aid  to  the  sick  convicts  as  that 
sum  will  pay  him  for,  leaving  him  to  reserve  so  much  of  his  time 
for  his  other  business  as  will  enable  him  to  retain  enough  private 
practice  to  make  it  worth  his  while  to  accept  the  office.  It  must 
be  plain  that  with  a  sick  list  in  the  prison  every  day  of  from 
thirty  to  fifty,  either  the  sick  convicts  must  be  neglected  or  the 
physicians  must  lose  his  private  practice.  A  change  of  officers 
would  hardly  cure  the  evil,  for  if  a  physician  could  be  found 
without  private  practice  to  take  the  post.. it  would  be  doubtful  if 
the  poor  convict  would  gain  much  by  the  change ;  while  to  a 
physician  having  but  two  private  patients,  they  would  be  of  more 
pecuniary  importance  than  the  whole  sick  list  of  the  prison.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  physician  and  surgeon  of  the  prison  should 
be  required  to  give  his  skill  and  attention  exclusively  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  sick  in  the  prison. 

1  have  felt  no  restraint  of  a  personal  character  in  calling  your 
attention  to  this  subject,  for  the  reason  that  the  tenure  of  my 
office  is  subject  to  political  and  other  changes,  and  because  I 
believe  the  considerations  presented  are  based  upon  justice  to  the 
convict  and  justice  to  the  profession  of  medicine.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Auburn,  September  30,   13G0. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  for  the  Stale 
of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — In  presenting  to  you  this,  (fourth)  annual  report, 
as  chaplain  of  the  Auburn  prison,  I  desire  to  express  devout 
gratitude  to  our  gracious  Heavenly  Father,  for  His  kind  and 
Providential  care  over  us  during  another  year  of  labor  and 
responsibility, 

The  routine  of  duty  required  of  the  chaplain,  is  much  the  same 
from  year  to  year;  a  detail  of  which  I  have  given  to  you  in  my 
former  reports. 

I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  the 
duties  required  of  me,  and  also  to  do  what  I  could  at  all  times  for 
the  mental  and  moral  elevation  and  improvement  of  the  convicts. 

And,  gentlemen,  I  rejoice  that  I  can  say  to  you,  with  a  good 
degree  of  confidence,  that  my  labors  and  efforts  have  not  been  in 
vain  and  fruitless. 

And,  I  wish  just  here  to  say,  that  if  I  believed  what  quite  too 
many  people  people  talk,  viz:  "That  there  is  but  very  little,  or 
or  no  hope,  of  the  reformation  and  salvation  of  these  guilty  men, 
while  in  prison,"  I  could  not  as  an  honest  man  and  a  christian 
minister,  consent  to  remain  here  any  longer  as  chaplain.  But  it 
appears  to  me  that  all  such  persons  are  wanting  in  faith  in  our 
mighty  gospel,  which  is  declared  to  be  the  "power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  beliveth."  And  also  in  the  ability  of 
the  world's  great  Redeemer,  who  is  said  to  be  "able  to  save  to  the 
uttermost  all  that  come  unto  God  by  Him." 

But  enough  of  this.  Several  of  the  convicts  have,  during  the 
past  year,  given  good  evidence,  not  only  of  an  intention  to  reform 
and  lead  a  different  life,  but  also  of  the  exercise  of  that  genuine 
"repentence  toward  God,  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ" 
which  is  unto  salvation. 
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Indeed,  some  of  those  who  have  gone  out  of  the  prison  during 
the  past  year,  are  now  at  work  in  this  city,  and  have  become 
members  of  the  different  christian  churches,  and  by  their  correct 
department,  are  gaining  to  themselves  the  confidence  and  respect 
of  the  people. 

But,  gentlemen,  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  might  be  at  least 
ten  convicts  reformed  and  saved,  where  there  is  one  now,  if  there 
wTere  some  system  adopted  by  which  the  men  could  be  properly 
classified. 

I  have  noticed  in  many  cases  where  but  mere  boys  and  young 
men  have  been  brought  to  the  prison  for  their  first  offence,  and 
that  perhaps  but  a  trifling  one  comparatively,  who  when  they 
came  into  prison,  were  very  pliable  and  "easy  to  be  entreated,77 
and  appeared  to  be  full  of  good  resolutions*  yet,  by  being  placed 
to  work,  march,  and  constantly  associated  with  older  men,  and 
those  who  have  become  hardened  in  iniquity,  and  perhaps  spent  a 
number  of  terms  in  prison,  their  good  resolutions  have  gradually 
given  way,  their  hearts  grown  hard,  and  they  have  gone  out  of 
the  prison  schooled  for  crime.  "Evil  communications  have  cor- 
rupted" them,  and,  in  the  language  of  Inspiration,  "one  sinner 
destroyeth  much  good." 

Now,  if  some  arrangement  could  be  made  by  which  these  boys 
and  young  men  could  be  kept  by  themselves,  while  here,  very 
many  of  them  would,  in  my  opinion,  leave  the  prison  thoroughly 
reformed,  and  prepared  to  lead  upright  and  honest  lives.  But 
I  am  aware  this  cannot  be  done  under  the  present  contract 
system. 

With  the  two  hundred  dollars,  which  I  receive  annually  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  school  and  library  books,  I  am  enabled, 
with  much  care,  in  keeping  the  books  well  repaired,  &c,  to  keep 
the  library  in  but  a  tolerable  condition. 

You  must  be  aware  that,  where  books  are  in  constant  use  as 
they  are  here,  and  that  too  by  men,  many  of  whom  have  not  been 
accustomed  to  using  or  taking  care  of  books,  they  very  soon 
become  so  soiled  and  worn  as  to  render  them  unfit  for  use. 

I  wish,  at  this  point,  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  worthy  chap- 
lain of  the  Sing  Sing  prison,  for  sending  us  a  box  of  books  during 
the  past  year.  Though  they  were  second-handed,  and  somewhat 
worn,  they  were  good  books,  and  we  have  used  them  to  a  good 
purpose. 

But  I  am  now  very  much  perplexed  to  know  how  to  supply  the 
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convicts  with  bibles,  such  as  they  need  and  as  they  ought  to  have. 
Many  of  the  bibles  that  we  now  have  are  in  fine  print,  and  having 
been  long  in  use  they  are  much  soiled  and  worn.  And  then  many 
of  the  cells  are  very  dark,  so  that  it  is  about  Impossible  for  many 
of  the  convicts  to  read  their  bibles,  even  upon  the  Sabbath. 
And  yet  we  have  not  enough  even  of  such  as  they  are  to  supply 
the  prison.  I  have,  during  the  past  two  years,  bought  a  number 
of  bibles  with  the  library  money.  But  you  are  aware  that  I  can- 
not, with  but  two  hundred  dollars  a  year,  supply  the  prison  with 
bibles,  the  instructors  with  school  books,  slates,  &c,  &c,  and  still 
keep  the  prison  library  in  a  condition  that  it  will  anywhere  near 
meet  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  convicts. 

I  think,  therefore,  by  all  means,  we  should  have  an  appropria- 
tion of  a  few  hundred  dollars  to  supply  the  prison  with  bibles  as 
it  should  be,  so  that  every  man  caw,  if  he  wishes,  have  a  bible  to 
read.  May  I  not  hope  that  your  honorable  board  will  call  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  matter. 

Gentlemen,  I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  for  again  calling  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  for  about  six  months  in  the  year  the 
convicts  are  locked  in  their  cells  for  from  twelve  to  fourteen  hours 
in  every  twenty-four,  and  that,  during  all  of  this  time,  but  very 
few  of  them  are  favored  with  light  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
read  or  study. 

Now  it  appears  to  me  that  this  is  not  only  very  wrong,  but 
almost  inhuman.  What  are  these  men  to  do,  and  how  are  they 
to  busy  themselves  for  fourteen  hours  in  dark  cells? 

They  certainly  cannot  sleep  all  of  that  length  of  time ;  and 
they  ought  not  to  if  they  could. 

,  And  yet  I  believe  that  many  of  them  injure  their  health  and 
minds  by  sleeping  more  than  they  ought  to,  and  more  than  they 
would  if  they  had  lights,  so  that  they  could  read  for  a  few  hours 
after  they  were  locked  up  at  night. 

Many  of  these  convicts  are  men  of  active  minds  and  habits,  and 
having  no  other  way  to  employ  themselves,  they  set  in  their  dark 
cells  and  study  mischief,  form  plans  to  escape,  or  brood  over  their 
own  misfortunes,  their  miserable  condition,  and  that  of  their 
families  and  friends,  until  they  become  sad  and  gloomy,  and 
perhaps  lay  the  foundation  of  hopeless' insanity. 

I  believe,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  a  very  great  benefit  to 
these  unfortunate  men  physically,  mentally  and  morally,  to  have 
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the  prison  so  lighted  that  they  could  all  read  or  study,  say  until 
eight  o'clock  each  evening. 

And  I  also  think  it  would  aid  very  much  in  keeping  up  the 
good  discipline  of  the  prison,  and  of  course,  whatever  would  tend 
to  that  desirable  end,  would  also  be  a  blessing  to  the  convicts. 
For  the  better  the  discipline  the  more  likely  are  they  to  reform. 

The  "instructors"  are  punctual,  I  believe,  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  appear  to  be  anxious  for  the  mental  improve- 
ment of  the  convicts  in  their  classes.  And  many  of  those  who 
are  permitted  to  receive  their  instructions,  manifest  great  anxiety 
to  learn,  and  are  making  commendable  progress  in  their  studies. 
Allow  me  to  call  }Tour  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  instructors, 
hereto  appended. 

I  have  continued  to  take  charge  of,  and  superintend  all  the 
correspondence  of  the  prisoners.  This  amounts  on  an  average, 
to  about  one  hundred  letters  per  week,  that  come  in  and  go  out 
of  prison;  all  of  which  are  read  by  me,  and  superscribed,  or 
delivered.  This  important  duty,  though  somewhat  onerous,  I 
cheerfully  perform,  as  it  furnishes  me  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
men,  and  of  their  families  and  friends,  that  I  could  not  otherwise 
obtain,  and  thereby  enabling  me  to  apply  my  instructions,  and 
make  my  efforts  for  their  reformation  more  intelligently,  and  con- 
sequently more  effectually. 

Our  prison  Sunday  school  is  still  in  successful  operation.  We 
have  been  favored  during  the  past  year  with  an  extra  good  corps 
of  teachers,  man}7  of  them  men  of  years  and  experience,  as  well 
as  of  education  and  ardent  piety.  The  superintendent  and  all  of 
the  teachers  manifest  an  anxiety  to  do  what  the)7  can  to  instruct 
and  morally  benefit  the  convicts  attending  the  school.  Many 
more  of  the  prisoners  would  be  glad  to  attend  the  school,  but  I 
cannot  admit  them,  because  we  have  not  room  in  the  chapel ;  as 
the  classes  must  be  kept  far  enough  apart  so  as  not  to  disturb 
each  other  in  their  exercises. 

I  am  glad  that  we  are  soon  to  have  a  new  chapel,  and  such  a 
one  as  we  have  very  much  needed  for  a  long  time.  And  not  only 
because  a  larger  number  of  convicts  can  then  be  admitted  into 
the  Sunday  school,  but  also,  because  they  can  then  all  get  into 
the  chapel  and  hear  the  preaching  of  the  "glorious  gospel  of 
Christ,"  which  has  not  been  the  case  for  a  few  years  past.  The 
chapel  not  being  large  enough  to  admit  all  of  them. 

If  I  may  be  allowed,  I  would  like  just  here  to  say,  that  I  think 
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our  worthy  agenk  and  warden,  Mr.  Thomas  Kir kpa trick,  Is  deserr- 
ing  of  very  great  credit  for  hie  energy  and  antiring  perseverance 
in  the  erection  of  now  buildings,  and  making  important  and 
general  repairs  throughout  the  prison.  All  of  which  lias  been 
very  much  needed  for  years  past. 

The  statistical  tables  accompanying  this  report  I  have  made  up 
with  a  good  deal  of  care,  and  I  think  they  may  be  relied  upon  as 
being  generally  correct,  though  for  the  most  of  them  we  have  to 
depend  upon  the  statements  of  the  convicts  themselves. 

It  will  be  seen  in  table  No.  8  that  523  out  of  853  confess  to 
have  been  intemperate,  and  yet  I  think  that  many  who  are  put 
down  as  temperate  have  been  in  the  habit  of  using  intoxicating 
drinks. 

Eut  in  this  respect  men  in  prison  do  not  differ  materially  from 
those  outside,  they  do  not  like  the  idea  of  being  written  down  in- 
temperate, whatever  their  habits  may  have  been. 

There  is  one  feature  of  the  statistical  report  that  to  me  is  a 
little  gratifying,  which  is,  that  though  we  have  forty-two  more 
men  in  prison  now  than  we  had  at  this  time  last  year,  we  have 
less  by  twenty-two  in  on  second  conviction. 

I  believe  there  has  been  more  unity  of  feeling  and  effort  among 
the  officers,  and  a  better  state  of  feeling  among  the  convicts,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  than  at  any  other  time  during  my  connection 
with  the  prison;  and  the  beneficial  effects  of  this  is  not  only  seen 
in  the  good  discipline  of  the  prison,  but  I  think  has  had  something 
to  do  with  its  financial  prosperity. 

By  your  wish,  as  well  as  that  of  Dr.  Hall's,  I  have  continued  to 
hold  religious  service  in  the  "State  Lunatic  Asylum  for  Insane 
Convicts"  on  every  Sunday  afternoon  during  the  past  year. 

The  deportment  and  attention  of  the  inmates  during  the  exer- 
cises have  been,  on  the  whole,  very  good,  and  very  much  better 
than  when  I  first  commenced  to  hold  religious  services  with  them. 
Indeed  it  is  somewhat  surprising  as  well  as  gratifying  to  see  with 
what  interest  and  apparent  pleasure  those  very  unfortunate  men 
look  forward  to  the  Sabbath,  and  talk  to  each  other  about  "our 
meeting,"  &c.  But  as  Dr.  Hall  in  his  report  will,  I  have  no 
doubt,  refer  to  this  subject,  I  will  forbear  making  any  further 
remarks  in  reference  to  it  at  this  time. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  President  of  your  Board,  (Hon. 
Wm.  C.  Rhodes,)  I  have  been  permitted  to  be  absent  for  some 
seven  weeks  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  on  a  tour  with 
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my  wife  up  Lake  Superior  and  through  the  western  country,  in 
hopes  to  benefit  her  health,  which  was,  and  still  is,  quite  poor. 

During  my  absence  the  resident  clergymen  of  this  city  supplied 
my  place  upon  the  Sabbath,  and  with  very  much  interest,  and,  I 
think,  profit  to  the  convicts. 

I  cannot  consent  to  close  this  report  (though  I  fear  it  is  already 
too  lengthy)  without  expressing  my  gratitude  to  the  agent  and 
warden,  and  also  to  all  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  for  the  cour- 
tesy with  which  they  have  ever  treated  me  in  all  of  my  inter- 
course with  them,  and  especially  for  the  assistance  that  some 
have  rendered  me,  and  which  all  of  them  have  ever  appeared 
ready  to  afford  me,  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties. 

Gentlemen,  you  have  my  earnest  prayers  for  your  personal 
happiness,  and  that  in  the  discharge  of  your  important  and  re- 
sponsible official  duties  you  may  be  guided  by  wisdom  from  on 
high.

TEACHER'S  REPORT. 


Auburn,   September  30,  18G0. 
To  the  Rev.  B.  I.  Ives,  Chaplain,  fyc.  : 

I  beg  leave  to  report,  as  teacher  of  the  convict  class  in  the 
north  wing,  that  there  are  185,  and  some  of  very  tender  age, 
receiving  instructions  in  the  following  branches: 

Fifty  are  learning  to  spell. 

Forty-five  are  learning  to  read. 

Thirty  are  learning  to  recite  scripture. 
.Twenty-five  are  learning  to  write. 

Thirty-five  are  learning  to  cipher. 

Many  more  would  like  to  join  the  class,  but  the  brevity  of  time 
allowed  to  this  department  will  not  allow7  one  or  two  teachers  to 
do  ample  justice  to  "the  convicts  under  their  instruction.  Say 
visit  about  30  each  evening,  and  spend  about  three  minutes  witli 
each,  and  only  one  visit  each  week,  can  you  tell  how  long  it  will 
take  to  teach  these  men  much  ? 

I  would  therefore  suggest,  through  you,  to  the  Hon.  Inspectors, 
that,  as  the  number  of  convicts  that  need  instruction  are  much 
larger  than  they  were  ten  years  since,  the  propriety  and  necessity 
of  making  application  to  the  Legislature  in  session  the  ensuing 
winter,  for  an  act  to  provide  means  to  pay  another  teacher,  in 
order  that  the  wants  of  the  ignorant  and  degraded  may  be  more 
fully  met,  so  that  as  soon  as  the  prison  is  enlarged,  and  as  the 
number  increases,  that,  if  possible,  the  moral  and  religious  instruc- 
tions of  the  convicts,  may  help  to  improve  the  good  order  and 
discipline  of  the  prison. 

For  it  is  a  settled  conviction  in  the  minds  of  our  public  rulers 
in  general,  that  it  is  more  difficult  to  manage  a  number  of  men 
that  are  ignorant,  than  those  wThose  minds  are  better  improved, 
and  are  less  liable  to  have  an  insurrection,  or  a  violation  of  the 
rules  of  prison  discipline,  when  men  are  taught  a  high  moral 
sense  of  their  duty  to  themselves,  to  God  and  to  their  fellow  man. 
The  above  are  some  of  the  reasons  why  wre  need  another  teacher. 
More  might  be  said  if  necessary.     All  of  which  is  submitted.

Sir — This  is  my  annual  report.  The  whole  number  of  men 
that  have  received  instructions  of  me  for  the  past  year  is  223.  I 
have  under  my  instruction  at  present  one  hundred  and  twenty, 
which  is  my  average  number  during  the  year.  They  are  divided 
as  follows  :  In  arithmetic,  forty-five  ;  reading  and  spelling,  fifty- 
six;  writing,  19. 

The  men  under  my  charge  are  manifesting  great  interest  in 
their  studies,  and  considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  they 
labor,  are  making  commendable  progress.

To  the  Hon.  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of  N.  Y.  : 

Gentlemen — In  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  submit  to  your  honorable  Board  a 
report,  annually,  of  the  condition  of  this  prison  for  the  year  end- 
ing September  30th,  1860. 

I  have  been  in  charge  of  this  prison  for  the  last  six  months 
only  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  shall  be  guided  in  my  report  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year,  by  the  books  and  records  of  the 
prison,  as  kept  by  my  respected  predecessor,  the  correctness  of 
which  I  have  the  utmost  confidence. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  of  the  working  of  men  on 
the  iron  contract  since  the  last  report,  except  a  slight  increase  of 
the  number  employed  in  the  rolling  mill  and  nail  factory. 

Agreeable  to  your  direction,  I  have  estimated  for  the  cost  of 
material  necessary  to  enlarge  the  nail  factory  and  rolling  mill, 
to  make  it  secure  to  employ  convicts  to  wTork  nights,  and  enable 
the  contractor  to  run  the  mill  night  and  day,  and  thus  save  a 
great  expense  of  fuel  in  heating  the  iron. 

Although  the  contractor  is  thus  enabled  to  supply  more  men  in 
rolling  iron,  and  run  the  mill  in  a  more  prudent  and  economical 
manner,  and  to  a  great  saving  in  the  aggregate,  yet  the  State  i* 
not  correspondingly  benefited.  It  requires  an  addtional  expense* 
for  lights,  and  one  extra  guard  during  the  night.  The  increase  of 
men  in  the  rolling  mills  is  twelve. 

The  enlarg  ment  of  the  nail  factory  has  enabled  the  contractor 
to  employ  thirty  additional  men,  without  any  drawback  for  in- 
creased expense  in  taking  care  of  them,  and  will  ultimately  be  of 
great  advantage  to  the  State. 

The  manufacture  of  nails  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  best  adapted 
to  the  labor  and  employment  of  convicts,  of  any  branch  of  iron 
manufacturing  business.  The  younger  portion  of  the  convicts, 
are  the  best  adapted  to  the  business,  and  are,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
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done,  employed  in  cutting  nails;  and  while  they  are  thus  working 
with  profit  to  the  contractor  and  advantage  to  the  State,  they 
are  also  learning  a  trade  that  may  be  of  great  advantage  to  them 
after  their  term  of  service  shall  expire. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report,  there  were  some  ten  or  twelve 
nail  machines  in  operation.  This  number  has  now  been  increased 
to  forty,  with  sufficient  room  in  the  building  for  ten  more,  which 
the  contractor  intends  to  put  in,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done. 

The  work  on  the  enlargement  of  Rolling  Mill  and  Nail  Factory, 
is  of  stone  masonry,  and  of  the  most  substantial  character.  The 
cost  of  material  which  came  out  of  the  estimate  lor  prison  expen- 
ses, was  some  $550,  and  convict  labor  on  the  work,  at  4s.  per  day, 
$611 ;  thus  making  in  all  total  cost,  $1,161. 

The  enlargement  of  the  prison  was  nearly  completed  when  the 
prison  came  under  my  charge.  There  are  some  fixtures,  cell- 
doors,  railings,  stairs,  locks,  &c,  which  have  not  been  procured 
for  the  want  of  funds.  In  the  absence  of  any  directions  from 
your  Board,  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to  go  to  the  necessary 
expense  of  procuring  these  fixtures  out  of  prison  estimates.  It 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  $500  to  finish  up  the  necessary 
work,  and  pay  of  some  small  claims  for  labor,  &c,  against  the 
State. 

Although  the  expense  of  erecting  the  enlargement  of  the  prison 
has  exceeded  the  amount  of  estimate,  and  the  appropriations  made 
for  that  purpose,  yet  this  is  owing  mainly,  if  not  exclusively,  to 
the  unpropitious  season  of  the  year  when  the  work  was  princi- 
pally done,  breaking  ground  in  August  and  continuing  the  work 
through  the  fall  and  winter. 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  money  was  expended  by  my 
predecessor  in  a  most  prudent  and  economical  manner,  and  the 
wTork  is  a  monument  to  his  good  judgment,  and  to  the  skill  and 
workmanship  of  the  master  builder. 

The  earnings  of  convicts  on  the  prison  enlargement  since  the 
last  report,  at  4s.  per  day,  is  $8,920,  or  17,840  days.  Hud  the 
State  been  obliged  to  have  hired  the  labor  done  by  citizens,  it 
would  have  cost  them  on  an  average  of  at  least  12a.  per  day,  or 
$26,760. 

The  new  contract  shoe  shop,  which  my  predecessor  had  first 
commenced,  is  now  completed.  The  building  is  40  feet  wide  and 
150  feet  long,  three  stories  high  above  the  basement,  besides  the 
cupola.     The  work  has  all  been  done  with  convict  labor,  with  the 
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exception  of  the  architect,  and  one  carpenter  during  part  of  the 
time.  The  building  is  a  noble  structure  and  an  ornament  to  the 
prison.  It  is  thoroughly  and  substantially  built,  and  completely 
adapted  to  the  business  designed. 

The  number  of  days'  convict  labor  in  the  erection  of  said  build- 
ing is  5,462,  at  4s.  per  day,  is  $2,731,  and  each  day's  labor  so  per- 
formed is  actually  worth  to  the  State  12s.  per  day,  or  $8,193. 

The  contractors  on  the  new  shoe  contract  are  now  in  successful 
operation,  and  are  employing  eighty-three  men.  The  number  will 
be  increased  from  time  to  time  as  they  are  ready  to  receive  them, 
until  they  shall  have  their  full  complement. 

The  State  is  indebted  to  several  individuals  for  labor  and  ma- 
terial on  said  building  some  $600,  for  which  we  need  an  appro- 
priation to  pay  it  off. 

A  large  amount  of  convict  labor  has  been  done  in  erecting 
necessary  buildings,  repairs  on  others,  resetting  120  rods  pickets, 
work  on  plank  road,  repairs  of  roads  and  walks,  which  were 
necessary,  and  a  saving  of  money  to  the  State,  and  which  is  given 
more  in  detail  in  following  statement. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  1859  to 
settle  and  adjust  the  claim  of  J.  D.  Kingsland  against  the  State, 
after  hearing  the  case,  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  awarded  to 
Mr.  Kingsland  the  sum  of  $59,723. 

The  act  required  the  concurrence  of  all  the  commissioners  in 
making  the  award,  but  being  heard  and  decided  by  a  majority 
only,  was  considered  and  treated  as  null  and  void  on  part  of 
State  and  claimant.  The  Legislature  of  1860  by  an  act  author- 
ized the  Governor  to  appoint  three  commissioners  to  hear  and 
determine  said  claim.  The  agent  was  required  by  said  act  to 
enter  into  a  written  stipulation  with  Mr.  Kingsland,  the  claimant, 
to  abide  the  award  made  by  said  commissioners. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duty  as  agent,  and  the  representative  of 
the  State  in  its  defence  before  said  commission,  I  have  done  what 
I  conceive  to  be  my  duty,  no  more,  no  less,  and  the  result  is  such 
as  is  generally  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  of  the  State,  and 
acquiesced  in  by  the  claimant.  The  commissioners  were  men  of 
that  high  tone  of  moral  character,  large  experience  and  business 
capacity,  that  all  parties  had  confidence  in  their  judgment,  and 
willing  to  abide  their  decision.  The  commissioners,  although 
they  award  to  Mr.  Kingsland  $18,400  for  damages,  still  find  a 
balance  against  him  in  favor  of  the  State  for  $7,810.86. 
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Although  we  have  reset  120  rods  of  pickets  the  present  season, 
still  the  work  mu3t  be  prosecuted  until  the  whole  stockade  is 
new.  The  old  pickets  have  been  set  some  eight  or  nine  years, 
and  much  decayed,  and  liable  to  fall  with  the  first  heavy  wind. 
It  will  require  4,000  pickets,  at  a  cost  of  28  cents  each,  to  be  set 
the  coming  season.  The  cost  of  these  pickets  delivered  will  be 
$1,120.  A  further  appropriation  will  be  required  this  winter  to 
meet  this  contingency. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Kingsland  the  State  is 
bound  to  keep  the  plank  road  in  repair  from  the  prison  to  the 
Saranac  river  plank  road.  About  one-third  of  the  road  has  been 
relaid  within  the  last  eighteen  months.  It  will  be  absolutely 
necessary  to  relay  a  portion  of  the  road  the  coming  season.  This 
will  require  an  appropriation  for  this  object. 

.  When  the  empty  cells  (and  there  are  some  107)  shall  be  filled, 
the  enlargement  of  the  mess  room  and  chapel  will  be  indispens- 
ably necessary.  This  can  be  done  with  comparatively  light  ex- 
pense by  adding  on  to  the  end  of  the  wing,  and  thereby  secure 
the  enlargement  of  both  under  one  and  the  same  job. 

The  propriety  of  heating  the  prison  by  steam,  and  lighting  the 
same  with  ga3,  is  a  subject  I  would  recommend  to  the  considera- 
tion of  your  board.  There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  its  feasibility 
and  economy,  and  when  once  in  operation  an  annual  saving  to  the 
State  of  many  hundreds  of  dollars. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  replacing  the  timber  and  board 
roof  to  the  forge  with  a  good  substantial  iron  roof.  As  it  is  now 
situated  the  State  is  running  a  great  hazard  from  exposure  to  fire, 
and  should  this  be  burned,  the  result  would  be  most  disastrous  to 
the  State.  The  walls  are  built  of  stone,  but  the  roof  of  timber 
and  boards.  The  main  building  is  132  feet  long  and  64  feet 
wide,  engine  room  50  by  56  feet,  rolling  mill  38  by  52  feet,  be- 
sides the  boiler  room.  In  case  of  fire  to  any  part  the  whole 
would  be  consumed.  Prudence  as  well  as  economy  requires  that 
the  old  cumbustible  roof  should  be  removed,  and  that  an  iron  fir© 
proof  roof  should  take  its  place.     The  cost  would  be  some  $2,000. 

The  health  of  the  convicts  has  been  remarkable  good  during 
the  past  year.  The  watchful  care,  and  judicious  and  timely 
treatment  of  cases  of  sickness,  by  the  prison  physician,  has  con- 
tributed much  to  this  result.  The  healthfulness  of  the  location 
of  the  prison  is  beyond  any  question. 

Of  the  venerable  chaplain  of  this  prison,  I  can  but  speak  in

terms  of  commendation.  ITis  untiring  perscvcrcnce  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  clerical  duties,  his  wise  and  faithful  counsel, 
good  advice,  and  kind  admonition,  to  those  over  whom  he  IS 
placed  as  a  spiritual  adviser,  have  contributed  much  toward  pro- 
ducing a  quiet  and  submissive  state  on  the  part  of  the  convicts, 
and  reconcile  them  to  their  lot,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  men 
suffering  the  penalties  of  a  violated  law,  by  being  deprived  of 
their  liberties  to  be.  There  has  been  no  insubordination  mani- 
fested on  the  part  of  the  convicts,  during  the  past  year.  They 
have,  in  the  main,  quietly  and  orderly  submitted  to  the  discipline 
of  the  prison,  and  industriously  performed  the  labor  imposed 
upon  them. 

I  cannot  forbear  to  mention,  in  connection  with  this  report,  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  clerk  of  this 
prison,  in  the  successful  management  of  its  finances;  also,  to  the 
principal  keeper,  for  the  maintainance  of  good  order  and  discipline 
of  the  prison,  and,  in  short,  to  all  the  officers  and  guards  for  the 
faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their 
several  duties. 

For  the  further  and  more  detailed  statement  of  the  health  and 
condition  of  the  convicts,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the 
respective  officers  having  charge  of  the  same.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Inspectors  of  Prisons  for  the  State  of 
New  York: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  statute 
of  this  State,  I  submit  to  you  another  annual  report. 

As  the  duties  required  of  the  chaplain  from  time  to  time  are 
substantially  the  same,  my  report  will,  of  necessity,  in  many 
respects,  be  similar  to  those  given  in  previous  years. 

Throughout  the  year  past,  religious  services  have  been  con- 
ducted in  the  chapel  on  Sabbath  mornings.  Occasionally  other 
clergymen  of  different  evangelical  denominations  have  supplied 
the  desk,  and  have  uniformly  commended  the  good  order  and  fixed 
attention  of  the  convicts.  I  rejoice  that  I  can  cordially  concur 
with  my  brethren  in  their  commendations. 

With  reference  to  the  general  routine  of  duties  performed,  I 
can  say,  as  in  last  year's  report,  that  the  prison  library  has  been 
taken  care  of,  and  the  books  distributed,  the  sick  visited,  the 
school  continued,  advice  and  counsel  given  to  all,  as  opportunities 
permitted,  and  the  correspondence  of  convicts  with  their  friends 
conducted  throughout  the  year.  All  the  duties  of  my  depart- 
ment have  received  attention,  and  as  time  would  allow,  I  have 
labored  to  promote  the  moral  and  religious  interests  of  all  who 
are  here  imprisoned. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  correspondence,  even  with  friends, 
permissions  are  not  unfrequently  given  to  convicts  whose  conduct 
is  good,  to  write  to  judges,  lawyers,  and  other  persons,  to  ask  their 
assistance  to  procure  pardons.  The  conducting  of  this  corres- 
pondence requires  much  time  and  labor,  but  its  usefulness  to 
convicts  is  so  great,  that  it  should,  by  no  means,  be  dispensed  with. 

Among  the  inmates  of  a  prison,  the  hope  of  pardon  is  almost 
universal ;  but  it  is  now  generally  understood,  that  applications 
for  pardons  will  avail  nothing,  unless  certificates  of  good  behavior 
are  given  by  the  agent  or  principal  keeper.  Hence,  as  the  Gov- 
ernor can  bestow  pardons,  and  those  only  can  receive  them  whose 
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conduct  is  reported  good,  those  two  facts  afford  a  powerful  motive 
to  obey  the  laws,  and  conform  to  all  the  regulations  of  the  prison. 
By  their  constraining  influence,  they  aid  both  in  the  discipline 
and  reformation  of  the  convicts.  If  the  imprisoned  can  here  be 
made  to  feel  and  see,  that  obedience  is  better  than  disobedience, 
submission  than  rebellion,  an  honest,  upright,  and  pure  life,  better 
than  a  dishonest,  wayward,  and  sensual  life,  we  may  hope  and 
expect  that  the  lesson  thus  learned  by  experience  will  be  remem- 
bered, and  exert  a  controlling  influence  over  them  in  future  life. 
It  is  also  apparent  that  those  who  are  here,  endeavoring  to  reform, 
are  far  more  susceptible  of  moral  and  religious  impressions,  than 
those  who  appear  to  be  regardless  both  of  the  present  or  the 
future.  This  last  class,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  comparatively 
small. 

The  means  employed  for  the  moral  and  religious  improvement 
of  men,  must  be  those  which  infinite  wisdom  has  provided.  As 
all  men  by  nature  are  sinners,  if  brought  to  repentance  and  radi- 
cally reformed,  it  must  be  effected  by  the  gospel.  This  must  be 
spoken  plainly,  affectionately,  and  perseveringly.  "  In  season,  out 
of  season,  we  must  reprove,  rebuke  and  exhort,  with  all  long  suf- 
fering and  doctrine."  If  the  bold  transgressor  of  law,  human 
and  divine,  can  be  reached  at  all,  if  his  reformation  be  morally 
possible,  as  it  surely  is,  it  must  be  effected  by  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  and  by  faithful  personal  instruction,  flowing  from  a 
heart  constrained  by  the  love  of  Christ,  and  sympathizing  with 
Buffering  humanity,  however  fallen  and  degraded. 

Firmly  believing  that  this  is  the  way  appointed  to  reform  and 
elevate  man,  I  have  labored  to  instruct  the  ignorant,  to  warn  the 
careless,  and  to  encourage  the  thoughtful  and  enquiring  to  fly  to 
him  who  "  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the  lost." 

The  fruits  of  my  labors  appear  to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
I  am  led  to  believe  from  as  good  evidence  as  can  here\be  furnished, 
that  some  have  become  true  christians,  reformed  in  heart,  and 
devoted  to  the  service  of  God.  The  gospel  and  other  moral  in- 
strumentalities employed  for  the  conversion  of  men,  have  not  been 
in  vain.  The  truth  has  reached  the  hearts  of  many,  and  beyond 
all  doubt  has  led  some  to  that  "  repentance  which  is  unto  life." 

In  many  respects,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity. 
There  have  been  but  few  cases  of  severe  sickness  among  us.  The 
convicts  generally  have  been  obedient,  manifesting  a  willingness 
to  submit  cheerfully  to  the  prison  authorities.     No  plots  or  schemes 
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of  resistance  or  rebellion  have  been  so  far  matured  as  to  derange 
the  ordinary  course  of  labor;  and  I  believe  that  all  the  improve- 
ments both  in  the  business  and  discipline  of  the  prison,  which  havo 
been  suggested  by  our  worthy  Inspectors,  have,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, been  carried  out  to  completion. 

Differences  of  opinion  seem  to  exist  among  many,  as  to  tho 
reformatory  influence  of  our  prison  discipline.  Judging  from  tho 
remarks  of  some,  we  may  well  suppose  that  they  regard  the  disci- 
pline of  our  prisons  as  but  of  little  use  to  the  convicts. 

That  our  present  discipline  may  be  improved  and  made  better, 
I  fully  believe  ;  and  that  it  is  gradually  improving,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  more  and  more  improved,  as  experience  shall  dictate, 
cannot  be  doubted.  But  it  is  by  no  means  conceded  that  our 
present  discipline,  as  now  administered,  is  not  reformatory.  On 
this  subject,  let  those  speak  who  have  labored  for  years  in  our 
prisons  for  the  present  and  future  welfare  of  the  imprisoned,  and 
who  can  speak  advisedly,  speak  from  experience,  and  they  will 
testify  to  the  elevating  and  reforming  influence  of  our  prison  dis- 
cipline. Their  testimony  should  be  regarded  as  far  more  weighty 
and  convincing  than  those  of  the  mere  occasional  observer. 

The  punishment  of  convicts  for  disobedience;  for  known  and 
willful  violation  of  the  rules,  forms  a  part  of  the  discipline  here 
administered.  That  such  a  discipline  is  necessary,  indispensably 
so,  in  prison  institutions,  cannot  be  reasonably  doubted.  But, 
while  in  some  cases,  this  is  necessary,  it  is  not  necessary  that  pun- 
ishments be  inflicted  with  inhuman  severity;  so  far  as  my  obser- 
vation extends,  I  can  truly  say  that  no  such  punishments  are  here 
inflicted.  The  government  of  the  prison,  I  regard  as  firm,  impar- 
tial and  humane.  The  officers  to  whom  principally,  its  care  and 
management  are  entrusted,  I  regard  as  men  qualified  for  the  posi- 
tions they  occupy  ;  while  all,  officially  connected  with  it,  manifest 
a  becoming  regard  for  its  interests,  by  faithfully  performing  their 
respective  duties. 

When  we  look  at  the  prevalence  of  crime,  in  so  many  forms,  and 
so  revolting  to  humanity,  and  see  the  necessity  of  prison  institutions 
where  so  many  are  received,  bearing  the  name,  and  wearing  the 
garb  of  convicts  ;  how  cheering  it  is  to  turn  to  the  Holy  Bible,  and 
read  the  predicted  final  triumph  of  universal  holiness  among  men  ; 
when  the  "lion  and  the  lamb  shall  lie  down  together,  and  there 
shall  be  none  to  destroy,"  when  truth  and  righteousness  shall 
triumph  over  every  form  and  combination  of  iniquity ;  and  every 
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individual,  every  family,  secure  in  person  and  possession,  "  shall 
sit  under  their  own  vines  and  fig  trees." 

With  feelings  of  profoundest  gratitude  to  our  worthy  agent  and 
warden,  and  other  officers  of  the  Institution  for  the  assistance 
afforded  me  in  the  discharge  of  official  duty,  and  with  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  for  their  courtesy  and 
friendship,  and  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  merciful  preser-

TEACHER'S  REPORT. 


Clinton  Prison,  September  30,  18G0. 
Rev.  R.  Pettibonc,  Chaplain: 

In  accordance  with  law  and  usage,  I  submit  t lie  following  report 
of  the  school  in  this  prison  for  the  last  six  months : 

I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  teacher  last  May,  with  a  list  of 
thirty  scholars.  Through  the  summer  season  the  average  num- 
ber of  scholars  was  about  forty.  As  the  evenings  lengthened, 
lights  were  given,  and  the  number  gradually  increased,  until  I 
have  now  on  my  list  eighty-seven,  of  which  twenty-six  are  learn- 
ing to  read,  spell,  and  write;  six  are  learning  grammar  and  arith- 
metic; fifty- five  are  learning  arithmetic.  Of  the  last  number, 
four  are  reciting  in  addition,  twelve  in  subtraction,  nineteen  in 
division,  five  in  reduction,  fifteen  in  fractions. 

The  text  books  in  use  are  principally  Town's,  Sanders',  and 
Webster's  spelling  books  ;  Town's  Readers,  and  Davies'  and  Adams' 
arithmetic,  and  Smith's  grammar. 

If  the  number  of  scholars    appears  small   compared  with   the 

other  prisons,  it  must  be  remembered  that,  not  only  is  the  labor 

at  this  prison  much  harder,  rendering  the  men  less  inclined  to 
study,  but,  also,  that  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  are  employed  in 

night  work,  thus  rendering  teaching  impracticable. 

As  regards  -the  scholars,  I  can  truly  say  that  never  have  I  seen 
the  instructions  of  a  teacher  more  thankfully  received,  or  a  greater 
desire  manifested  to  improve  thereby,  than  I  have  witnessed 
among  the  majority  of  these  men;  and  taking  into  account  their 
mental  development,  their  past  history  and  habits,  together  with 
the  very  limited  advantages  arising  from  the  necessarily  isolated 
system  of  teaching,  their  improvement  has  surpassed  my  ex- 
pectations.

To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  period  has  again  arrived  when  it  becomes  my 
duty  to  lay  before  you  my  annual  report  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  this  prison  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1860. 

I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  same  healthy  condi- 
tion of  this  institution,  which  I  have  for  several  years  past  re- 
ported as  having  existed  here,  still  continues.  We  have  been  free 
from  epidemics;  but  few  accidents  have  occurred,  and  there  has 
been  little  acute  disease  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  in  hospital  and  excused  from  labor,  as  exhibited 
in  the  annexed  tables,  shows  but  a  small  number,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  convicts  in  prison. 

By  referring  to  the  table  exhibiting  the  mortality  of  the  prison, 
it  will  appear  that  but  two  deaths  have  occurred  :  both  from 
chronic  diseases ;  one  of  them  did  not  die  until  the  day  his  term 
of  sentence  expired. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  convicts  in  respect  to  food,  clothing  and 
cleanliness,  I  can  only  speak  in  commendation;  and  the  manner 
in  which  their  wants  in  this  respect  have  been  attended  to,  reflects 
great  credit  on  those  officers  who  have  the  oversight  of  those 
affairs,  and  I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  return  to  them  my 
acknowledgments  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  adopting  and 
carrying  out,  such  measures  as  might  conduce  to  the  health  of 
the  convicts.

NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  INSANE  CONVICTS. 


REPORT    OF    THE    INSPECTORS. 


The  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  respectfully  submit  to  the 
Legislature  the  following  report  of  the  condition  and  operation  of 
the  Asylum  for  Insane  Convicts,  under  their  charge : 

The  establishment  of  this  institution  was  an  experiment,  no 
institution  of  the  kind  having  ever  been  in  operation  in  this 
country.  That  it  has  fully  met  the  ends  for  which  it  was  de- 
signed, cannot  well  be  disputed,  after  a  careful  perusal  of  the 
interesting  report  of  the  Superintendent.  The  number  of  insane 
in  our  prisons  had  steadily  accumulated  from  year  to  year,  up  to 
the  time  of  opening  the  asylum,  causing  much  annoyance  and  con- 
fusion therein,  and  seriously  impairing  the  discipline ;  besides,  it 
was  impossible  there  to  afford  them  proper  care  or  treatment  for 
their  maladies.  Humanity, .if  nothing  more,  called  for  their  re- 
moval from  the  prisons.  '  By  the  establishment  of  this  institution, 
the  prisons  have  been  entirely  relieved  of  the  trouble  caused  by 
these  unfortunate  creatures.  They  are  now  provided  with  com- 
fortable apartments,  and  receive  that  attention  and  treatment 
without  which  there  can  be  little  hope,  in  any  case,  of  restoration 
from  insanity. 

The  officers  of  this  institution  have  performed  their  duties  with 
zeal  and  fidelity,  and  are  entitled  to  our  hearty  commendation. 

The  Inspectors  join  in  the  recommendations  of  the  able  Super- 
intendent of  the  asylum,  and  call  the  early  attention  of  the  Leg- 
islature thereto.

REPORT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of 
New  York: 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  this  Institution,  I  herewith 
respectfully  submit  to  you,  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1860,  being  the  first  entire  year  of  the  asylum. 

On  the  1st.  of  October,  1859,  there  were  in  the  asylum  51  patients: 
there  have  been  admitted  14,  making  the  whole  number  during  the 
year  65.  Of  these  admitted,  7  were  from  Auburn  prison,  and  7 
from  Sing  Sing.  During  the  year  10  have  been  discharged,  leav- 
ing now  in  the  asylum  55.  The  whole  number  received  during  the 
20  months  since  the  asylum  was  opened,  is  69.  Of  these,  29  were 
from  Sing  Sing,  28  from  Auburn,  and  12  from  Clinton  prisons. 
The  whole  number  discharged  since  the  opening  of  the  asylum, 
is  14. 

As  this  asylum  in  an  unfinished,  unorganized  state,  received  its 
first  patients,  less  than  two  years  ago,  we  may  fairly  consider  this 
the  first  year  of  its  existence. 

The  opening  year  of  an  asylum  constitutes  an  important  era 
in  its  history,  and  as  there  was  no  especial  precedent  for  the  care 
of  convict  insane,  while  we  availed  ourselves  of  the  experience 
of  other  asylums,  we  were,  in  a  measure,  obliged  to  mark  out  our 
own  course,  and  to  vary,  in  many  respects,  from  the  management 
usually  adopted  for  the  insane. 

Notwithstanding  these  circumstances,  and  the  long  continuance 
of  disease  in  many  of  the  patients  received,  and  the  depressing 
influence  of  prison  life,  we  are  much  encouraged  by  the  results. 
No  death  or  serious  accident  has  occurred  among  our  inmates,  and 
their  general  condition  and  improvement  has,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, been  encouraging. 

The  various  amusements  and  exercises  that  have  been  intro- 
duced, have  assisted  in  occupying  and  improving  the  patients; 
and  the  regular  performance,  for  a  few  hours  each  day,  of  outdoor 
labor,  has  proved  especially  beneficial. 
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Much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  appearance  and  usefulness 
of  the  grounds,  most  of  which  work  was  performed  by  the 
patients,  under  the  direction  of  the  officers.  (The  result  of  gar- 
dening will  appear  in  an  appropriate  table.) 

Besides  this,  they  have  been  occupied  in  grading,  and  making 
stone  and  ash  roads  about  the  grounds;  quarrying  for  and  build- 
ing a  stone  reservoir,  100  feet  long  and  30  feet  wide,  to  be  filled 
from  the  adjacent  river,  and  preparing  stone  for  the  foundation 
of  a  wood-shed,  which  we  hope  to  finish  before  winter. 

A  variety  of  useful  work  has  been  performed  by  patients  in  tho 
carpenter's  shop,  and  nearly  all  our  light  iron  work  is  now  done 
by  patients  in  the  blacksmith's  shop,  who  have,  besides,  made 
many  useful  and  ornamental  articles  for  the  house  and  garden. 
The  carpenter  has  kindly  taken  charge  of  those  patients  able  to 
work  in  the  shops,  and  by  his  tact  and  good  management  has 
rendered  us  efficient  service. 

As  soon  as  practicable,  we  wish  to  fit  up  a  room  for  the  weav- 
ing of  socks  and  mats,  for  the  employment  of  a  class  of  patients 
who  have  never  been  accustomed  to  outdoor  labor,  but  who  need 
some  regular  occupation.  We  do  not  expect  much  pecuniary 
profit  from  this  plan,  but,  even  if  it  is  attended  with  a  slight  loss, 
a  great  object  will  be  attained  by  diverting  the  minds  of  patients 
from  themselves,  and  their  delusions,  and  promoting  their  physical 
health. 

A  brief  sketch  of  the  origin,  progress  and  present  condition  of 
this  asylum  may  be  here  appropriate  and  interesting. 

Upon  the  representations  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons,  and  of 
the  Managers  and  Superintendent  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Utica,  the  Legislature  of  1855  passed  an  act  directing  the  Inspec- 
tors of  Prisons  to  build  upon  the  grounds  of  one  of  the  prisons  of 
the  State  a  suitable  building  for  the  detention  and  care  of  insane 
convicts,  and  to  remove  all  convicts  then  confined  in  the  asylum 
at  Utica  to  such  place  upon  its  completion,  but  did  not  provide 
the  means  for  the  Inspectors  to  carry  out  the  law. 

During  the  session  of  1857  the  Legislature  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $20,000  to  build  an  asylum  in  accordance  with  the  law  of 
1855,  within  the  walled  enclosure  near  Auburn  Prison,  formerly 
used  as  a  garden,  and  containing  about  five  acres,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  a  large  building  within  the  prison  walls,  built 
for  a  chapel,  dining  room,  &c,  but  not  used,  should  be  taken 
down,  and  the  material  used  for  the  construction  of  the  asylum. 
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The  building  was  accordingly  commenced,  and  the  centre  build- 
ing, 60  by  44  feet,  three  stories  and  basement,  and  one  wing  100 
feet  long,  with  a  transept  of  66  feet,  all  two  stories  with  base- 
ment, were  covered  that  season.  The  next  winter  $20,000  more 
was  appropriated ;  also  an  act  passed  the  Legislature  organizing 
the  asylum. 

By  the  fall  of  1858  the  other  wing  and  transept  were  nearly 
completed,  and  a  part  of  the  inside  work,  such  as  floors,  doors, 
&c,  were  finished.  After  this  the  walls  and  roof  of  the  wash 
house  were  built,  leaving  but  about  §500  of  the  appropriation, 
which  was  passed  over  to  me  as  the  balance  of  the  building  fund, 
January  10,  1859. 

The  building  is  in  most  respects  very  substantially  constructed, 
perhaps  more  so  than  necessary  for  patients  under  constant  watch. 
The  halls  are  built  according  to  the  most  modern  plan,  with  single 
tiers  of  sleeping  rooms,  and  the  great  thickness  of  the  partition 
walls  is  such  as  to  admit  of  but  64  single  sleeping  rooms  in  both 
wings,  though  the  size  of  the  building  seems  to  indicate  a  larger 
number. 

Near  the  last  of  the  session  of  1858  and  '59,  after  the  asylum 
was  opened,  the  Legislature  appropriated  $7,000  for  the  purpose 
of  building  the  necessary  out-buildings  and  offices,  with  which 
was  built  a  building  40  by  90  feet,  containing  in  the  lower  story 
besides  a  meat  and  storage  cellar,  a  summer  cook  room,  tool  room, 
bakery,  store  room,  bowling  alley,  and  dead  room.  The  upper 
story  contains  an  apothecary's  shop  and  infirmary,  with  bath 
room,  water  closet,  etc. ;  a  sewing  room  and  clothes  room,  the 
assistants'  rooms,  and  a  large  chapel.  There  was  also  built  from 
the  same  appropriation  a  carpenter  and  blacksmith's  shop,  a  soap 
house  and  ice  house,  and  solitary  rooms  for  the  violent  insane, 
and  a  house  with  a  vegetable  cellar. 

A  considerable  sum  appropriated  for  the  general  support  of  the 
asylum,  and  not  required  for  that  purpose,  was  used  for  the  fin- 
ishing and  furnishing  of  these  buildings,  and  more  of  the  same 
money  has  been  used  to  make  the  necessary  alterations  and  finish 
the  main  buildings,  which  are  now  nearly  completed. 

The  buildings,  grounds  and  all  the  appointments  are  well 
adapted  for  their  purpose,  and  had  we  the  additions  hereafter 
mentioned,  and  sufficient  sleeping  rooms,  we  could  safely  take 
charge  of  120  patients. 

Since  the  year  1846,  67  convicts,  insane,  have  been  sent  from 
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the  different  prisons  in  tins  State  to  tlie  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
TTtica;  and  G9  to  this  asylum,  making  a  total  of  138.  Tlierc  are 
now  18  at  Utica.  and  55  at  tin's  asylum,  making  73  who  are 
under  treatment  at  tlie  present  time. 

Of  the  G7  cases  sent  to  Utica,  14  feigned  insanity,  of  the  G9 
sent  to  this  place  only  2  have  been  suspected  of  feigning  insanity, 
showing  that  the  hope  of  escape  from  a  large  and  general  asylum 
was  much  greater  than  from  a  place  designed  for  the  detention 
and  security  of  criminals. 

During  the  last  17  years  94  patients  were  sent  to  tlie  State  asy- 
lum at  Utica  by  the  courts  as  "criminal  or  dangerous."  Of  this 
number  23  are  recorded  as  committing  murder,  14  arson,  12  hav- 
ing feigned  insanity  as  a  means  to  escape. 

Comparing  the  number  of  convict  insane  with  the  same  class 
in  other  States,  (table  12)  we  must  infer  that  many  are  here  sent 
to  prison  who  are  already  insane,  or  who  have  committed  their 
crimes  under  insane  influences,  and  are  the  proper  subjects  of  a 
criminal  asylum,  rather  than  the  States  prison.  It  is  a  significant 
fact  that  we  receive  from  the  prisons  with  several  of  our  patients, 
the  report,   "In  the  same  condition  when  he  entered  the  prison.77 

In  some  of  these  cases,  perhaps  the  attention  of  the  court  has 
not  been  directed  to  their  mental  condition;  in  others,  the  county 
officers  may  have  neglecced  to  make  it  known,  for  the  sake  of  re- 
lieving the  county  of  the  burden  of  their  support. 

Some  cases  of  insanity  have,  no  doubt,  originated  in  prison, 
from  various  causes,  such  as  mental  distress,  severe  punishment, 
long  continued  feigning  of  insanity,  (which  sometimes  results  in 
dementia)  and  the  constant  practice  of  vicious  habits,  often  com- 
menced before  imprisonment.  Yet  there  is  little  in  ordinary 
prison  life  which  would  produce  insanity,  with  most  of  the 
convicts,  while  there  is  much  in  the  regular  habits,  order  and  dis- 
g^cipline  which  would  counteract  its  physical  causes,  such  as  disci- 
pation,  irregular  life,  &c.  Of  course,  in  the  case  of  those  predis- 
posed to  insanity,  or  in  its  incipient  stages,  the  circumstances  of 
prison  life  tend  to  develop  the  disease,  which  gradually  results,  in 
rnbst  cases,  in  dementia  or  chronic  mania,  which  is  the  condition 
of  fifty  five  per  cent,  of  the  convict  insane. 

The  officers  of  justice  sometimes  shrink  from  the  responsibility 
of  sending  the  insane  criminal  to  an  asylum,  to  become,  perhaps, 
the  associate  of  friends  or  neighbors,  and  he  is  therefore  left  to 
linger  in  jail  when  his  mental  disease  is  such  that  he  requires  the 
care  and  protection  of  an  asylum. 
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To  avoid  this  evil,  and  to  afford  protection  at  the  same  time  to 
society,  and  to  the  unfortunate  criminal,  I  would  suggest  that  this 
be  made  a  criminal  asylum,  to  receive  insane  criminals  directly 
from  the  courts  ;  that  the  judges  be  authorized  to  employ  com- 
petent persons  to  examine  into  the  cases  of  those  suspected  of 
insanity,  and  that  provision  be  made  that  the  expense  arising 
from  such  examination  be  defrayed  by  the  county,  upon  the  order 
of  the  judge.  Such  an  asylum  might  also  be  a  suitable  place  for 
the  watch  and  detention  of  a  criminal  suspected  of  insanity, 
until  his  real  condition  could  be  ascertained. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  this  step  toward  separating  the  criminal 
from  the  ordinary  class  of  insane,  may  be  carried  out  in  this  and 
other  States,  and  that  where  there  are  not  sufficient  criminal  insane 
for  a  separate  asylum,  that  separate  wards  in  State  asylums  may 
be  prepared,  of  suitable  strength,  yet  with  all  proper  conveniences 
and  comforts;  thus  extending  human  care  to  the  criminal  insane, 
protecting  society  from  their  destructive  violence,  and  relieving 
the  ordinary  insane  from  such  objectionable  companions. 

In  these  remarks,  it  is  not  intended  to  include  in  the  class  of 
criminal  insane,  those  who  have  merely  committed  petty  misde- 
meanors, but  only  those  whose  crimes  endanger  life  and  property, 
and  who,  if  not  insane,  would  justly  become  inmates  of  the  prisons. 

The  following  passages  from  the  report  of  Dr.  Chipley,  of  the 
Kentucky  Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum,  are  so  much  in  accordance 
with  my  own  opinions,  and  so  commend  this  subject  to  all  persons 
of  liberal  and  enlarged  views,  that  I  quote  them  here,  by  his 
permission : 

"The  plea  of  insanity  is  becoming  alarmingly  frequent,  and 
many  are  suffered  to  escape  under  its  cover  the  punishment  due 
to  crime.  It  is  so;  and  it  also  frequently  happens  that  persons 
are  punished  whom  disease  has  rendered  irresponsible  for  their 
acts,  and  who  ought  to  be  placed  where  proper  treatment  may  be  .^ 
applied  while  society  is  protected.  It  is  in  behalf  of  these  unfotfT' 
tunates,  and  to  further  the  ends  of  justice,  that  I  would  suggest 
the  query,  whether  some  change  may  not  be  made  in  the  mode  of 
investigating  these  cases  which  would  be  likely  to  detect  the 
guilty,  protect  the  unfortunate,  and  satisfy  public  opinion.  It 
may  be  impossible  to  give  a  definition  of  insanity  which  will  em- 
brace all  cases,  but  there  is  at  least  one  element  that  must  enter 
into  any  definition  which  may  be  given,  viz.,  disease.  If,  then, 
disease  be  a  necessary  element  of  insanity,  freeing  from  responsi- 
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bility,  it  is  obvious  that  it  presents  problems  that  can  be  solved 
with  any  degree  of  certainty  by  those  only  who  have  made  disease 
the  study  of  life.  It  is  a  medical  rather  than  a  metaphysical  ques- 
tion. 

"•This  is  the  common  opinion,  and  the  courts  act  upon  it,  and 
seven  physicians  are  always  called  to  testify  in  such  cases.  But 
in  most  instances  no  suitable  opportunity  is  afforded  for  investi- 
gation. 'Very  frequently  the  medical  witness  sees  the  prisoner 
for  the  first  time  at  the  bar,  and  is  required  to  pass  gravely  on 
his  mental  condition,  with  only  a  distant  view  of  the  accused, 
and  the  crude  notions  of  unprofessional  and  probably  ignorant 
and  prejudiced  witnesses  as  his  guides.  It  is  an  embarrassing 
position  not  willingly  assumed  by  intelligent  medical  men.  In 
fact  it  is  a  matter  of  notoriety  that  physicians  avoid  a  summons 
in  such  cases  by  every  means  in  their  power,  when  they  would 
not  shrink  from  the  discharge  of  the  duty  if  allowed  an  opportu- 
nity to  analyse  the  case  as  they  are  daily  doing  in  regard  to  other 
diseases.  He  is  required  to  pronounce  an  opinion  which  may 
involve  the  life  of  the  prisoner  on  the  one  hand,  or  interfere  with 
the  just  administration  of  the  law  on  the  other,  on  data  which,  in 
ordinary  practice,  would  not  authorize  a  diagnosis  in  any  case  of 
disease,  or  justify  the  administration  of  the  simplest  remedies. 

"And,  then,  the  manner  in  which  medical  men  are  called  to  pass 
upon  the  mental  condition  of  prisoners  is  not  very  favorable  to  a 
fair  and  unbiassed  expression  of  opinion,  however  honest  the 
witness  may  be.  They  are  sought  out  and  introduced  by  the 
prosecution  or  defence  not  so  much  to  analyze  the  case  and  to 
develope  facts  for  the  information  of  the  courts  and  jury,  as  to 
express  an  opinion  to  which  they  may  have  given  utterance  on 
insufficient  data,  an  opinion  founded  generally  on  the  one-sided 
and  partial  statement  of  persons  interested  in  the  issue.  It  is 
natural  for  persons  with  deep  feelings  for  or  against  the  prisoner 
to  be  impressed  favorably  or  unfavorably,  as  his  interests  are 
affected,  one  way  or  the  other.  They  may  make  their  statement 
in  all  honesty,  and  with  no  design  to  misstate  or  suppress  any  of 
the  facts,  yet  experience  shows  that  they  are  calculated  to  mis- 
lead and  warp  the  judgment,  so  that  with  the  limited  means  of 
investigation  allowed  to  medical  witnesses,  there  can  be  no  hope 
of  arriving  with  any  degree  of  certainty  at  correct  conclusions. 
This  is  the  source  of  most  of  the  contradictory  opinions  elicited 
from  medical  men  on  the  stand.    Unbiassed  by  partial  statements, 
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and  having  full  opportunity  for  investigation,  these  differences 
would  rarely  if  ever  exist. 

"There  is  another  source  of  embarrassment  and  complication. 
The  propriety  of  relying  on  medical  witnesses  in  such  cases  is 
only  partially  conceded.  When  they  have  given  their  opinion  it 
may  be  called  in  question,  and  offset  by  the  opinion  of  any  non- 
professional witness,  however  ignorant,  however  destitute  of  all 
knowledge  of  mental  philosophy,  without  the  slightest  acquaint- 
ance with  disease,  having,  perhaps,  never  seen  a  case  of  insanity 
of  any  description. 

"It  is  worthy  of  consideration,  then,  whether  some  specific  pro- 
vision for  the  investigation  of  these  cases  would  not  further  the 
ends  of  justice,  and  tend  to  allay  public  excitement,  which  is 
usually  produced  when  insanity  is  alleged  as  an  excuse  for  crime. 
With  such  opportunities  for  investigation  as  are  afforded  in 
France  and  some  of  the  German  States,  it  is  scarcely  possible  for 
a  pretender  to  escape  detection,  or  an  innocent  man  to  be  pun- 
ished. But  when  the  question  is  suddenly  sprung,  as  is  some- 
times the  case,  at  the  trial  of  the  offender,  the  medical  witness 
having  neither  the  time  or  means  of  arriving  at  a  satisfactory 
conclusion,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  guilty  frequently  escape 
under  the  plea.  When  this  is  the  case  a  double  wrong  is  inflicted 
upon  society;  the  vicious  violator  of  the  law  goes  unwhipped  of 
justice,  and  at  the  same  time  brings  odium  upon  a  plea  which, 
when  true,  is  the  most  sacred  that  can  be  made. 

11  Thus  the  escape  of  a  guilty  pretender  has  brought  the  plea  into 
such  contempt,  that  it  has  sometimes  failed  to  shield  those  who 
had  a  right  to  the  protection  it  ought  to  afford  the  afflicted.  In 
the  State  of  Maine  the  law  is  not  unlike  that  which  rules  in  some 
parts  of  Europe.  It  provides  that  "  when  any  person  shall  be 
charged  with  a  criminal  offence  in  this  State,  any  judge  of  the 
court  before  which  he  or  she  is  to  be  tried,  on  notice  that  a  plea 
of  insanity  will  be  made,  or  when  such  plea  is  made  in  court, 
may,  if  he  deem  proper,  order  such  person  into  the  custody  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Hospital,  to  be  by  him  detained  and 
observed  until  the  further  order  of  the  court,  in  order  that  the 
truth  or  falsehood  of  the  plea  may  be  ascertained."  In  my  opin- 
ion at  least  two  other  intelligent  persons  should  be  associated 
with  the  Superintendent  in  this  commission,  and  their  report 
should  be  made  in  writing,  setting  forth  in  full,  for  the  consider- 
ation  of  the   court  and  jury,  the  reason  why  they  believe   the 
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accused  is  or  is  not  insane.  Very  few  pretenders  would  have 
the  temerity  to  submit  themselves  to  t lie  keen  scrutiny  and 
searching  analysis  of  such  a  commission.  And  then  the  protract- 
ed and  careful  investigation  pursued  would  effectually  allay  all 
the  morbid  sensibility  existing  in  the  public  mind  in  regard  to 
the  too  free  admission  of  this  plea  as  an  excuse  for  crime. 

As  criminal  lunatics  accumulate  on  our  hands,  another  question 
of  vast  importance  presses  for  consideration,  whether  such  per- 
sons may  be  properly  thrown  into  the  common  wards  of  our  asy- 
lums? The  presence  of  this  class  of  lunatics  is  everywhere 
regarded  as  highly  injurious  to  the  other  patients,  and  to  be 
deprecated  inevery  point  of  view.  This  question  has  been  thor- 
oughly discussed  in  all  its  bearings,  and  the  result  is  that  already 
several  buildings  have  been  erected  in  different  parts  of  America 
and  Europe  for  the  exclusive  occupancy  of  criminal  lunatics.  On 
this  subject  I  may  be  allowed  to  quote  one  of  the  most  intelligent 
superintendents  in  America.  Dr.  Workmen  says:  uIt  is  an  out- 
rage against  public  benevolence,  and  an  indignity  to  human  afflic- 
tion, to  cast  into  the  same  house  of  refuge  with  the  harmless,  the 
feeble,  kind-hearted  and  truthful  victims  of  ordinary  insanity, 
those  moral  monsters  which  nature  sometimes  seems  to  have 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  us  the  inestimable  value  of 
'  the  constitution  with  which  the  species  has  been  blessed,  or  yet 
worse,  those  villains  who  affect  insanity  as  a  means  of  evading 
the  just  punishment  of  the  most  atrocious  crimes." ' 

"  It  is  very  clear  that  if  those  persons  are  insane  and  the  subjects 
of  disease,  they  ought  not  to  be  punished  for  offences  which  they 
could  not  avoid;  but  it  is  equally  clear  that  society  has  a  right 
to  protection  from  their  depreciations,  and  for  this  purpose  they 
should  be  subjected  to  proper  restraint.  In  my  opinion,  asylums 
are  the  proper  places  for  them;  and  when,  as  in  Kentucky,  there 
is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  criminal  lunatics  to  require  a  sepa- 
rate institution,  a  distinct  ward  should  be  provided  for  their  ac- 
commodation. This  would  obviate  the  very  objectionable  custom 
of  mingling  them  with  the  ordinary  insane.  I  have  Known  some 
•insane  persons  to  manifest  the  greatest  indignation  when  one  of 
this  class  has  been  introduced  into  the  ward,  and  some  have  re- 
fused to  sit  at  the  same  table  with  them. 

44  But  there  is  another  reason  for  making  this  separate  provision. 
Criminal  lunatics  are  generally  more  difficult  to  restrain,  and  for 
this  purpose  stronger  bolts  and  bars  are  required  than  for  others. 
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Those  who  are  acquitted  of  crime  by  reason  of  insanity  are  often 
monomaniacs,  and  still  retain  mauy  of  their  intellectual  faculties 
unimpaired.  They  have  more  capacity  for  combination  against 
those  having  charge  of  them,  and  for  escape.  And  then  there  are 
certain  persons  of  this  class,  who  it  is  thought  ought  never  to  be 
allowed  to  regain  their  liberty.  When  one  has  been  acquitted  of 
murder  by  reason  of  insanity,  there  is  no  protection  to  society 
but  in  his  seclusion  for  life.  Within  my  observation,  no  species 
of  insanity  is  so  persistent,  or  so  liable  to  recur,  as  that  which 
leads  to  the  shedding  of  blood.  It  is  granted  that  some  of  these 
persons  may  recover,  but  who  can  say  that  the  homicidal  propen- 
sity will  not,  again  prompt  to  the  destruction  of  life.  Perpetual 
confinement,  even  under  the  kind  and  gentle  treatment  of  an 
asylum,  may  be  a  grievous  affliction  for  an  unavoidable  offence; 
but  it  is  better  that  it  should  be  endured  by  one  unfortunate  per- 
son, than  that  the  lives  of  unoffending  members  of  society  should 
be  put  in  jeopardy.  This  is  practically  the  law  of  England,  and 
if  it  is  to  be  the  rule  of  practice  with  us,  it  is  quite  clear  that 
some  adequate  provision  should  be  made  to  enable  the  superin- 
tendents to  retain  those  sent  to  their  care." 

And  now,  having  had  the  privilege  of  quoting  so   freely  from 
Dr.  Chipley's  excellent  report,  I  leave  the  subject  to  the  thought- 
ful consideration  of  the  community,  and  come  again  to  speak  of 
our  own  asylum. 

We  need,  for  safety,  economy,  and  convenience,  lightning-rods 
to  protect  the  buildings,  an  independent  connecting  pipe  for  the 
water  tanks — the  only  connection  being  by  the  service-pipe,  which 
is  small — so  that  the  tanks  at  one  end  of  the  building  are  nearly 
empty,  while  others  overflow.  We  also  need  a  small  engine  of 
our  own,  with  suitable  pump  for  filling  the  tanks  and  extinguish- 
ing fires.  We  are  now  dependent  on  one  of  the  shops  in  the 
prison,  and  in  case  of  fire  in  the  night,  we  should  be  almost  pow- 
erless; besides  we  are  subject  to  great  inconvenience  when  the 
present  power  is  shut  off  for  repairs  or  by  accident  The  fuel 
that  is  now  used  for  heating  water  would  more  than  drive  a  small 
engine,  for  pump,  washing  machine,  &c,  and  the  waste  steam 
would  heat  our  water  and  boil  our  clothes. 

The  wall  which  surrounds  our  yard  was  never  pointed,  or 
covered  with  coping,  and  is  easily  climbed  by  the  men,  and  as 
their  number  increases  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  prevent  escapes. 
The  top  of  the  wall  was  covered  with  mortar,  which  is  much 
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crumbled  and  broken  by  frost,  and  the  wall  in  some  places  is  be- 
ginning to  fall.  The  whole  of  it  should  be  well  pointed  on  the 
inside,  and  a  broad  coping  put  on  the  top  to  save  it,  and  to  pre- 
vent escapes.  Two  sides  might  be  done  with  rough  stone,  and 
the  street  side  with  rough  faced  cut  stone. 

We  are  unable  to  allow  the  patients  who  cannot  work,  enough 
air  and  exercise,  for  want  of  a  proper  exercise  yard.  We  have 
graded,  and  sodded  a  suitable  place,  and  built  a  fence  on  one  side, 
but  need  means  to  finish  two  other  sides,  and  build  a  proper  awning 
and  seats  for  the  feeble. 

We  have  no  wood  shed,  and  ought  soon  to  have  one,  for  the 
storage  of  wood  and  coal,  coarse  lumber,  cart,  wheel-barrows,  &c. 
We  expect  to  finish  this  fall  or  early  in  the  spring,  by  our  own  labor, 
the  stone  work  for  a  shed  68  by  30.  We  also  need  seats  and  a 
desk  for  our  chapel,  and  paper  for  its  walls.  It  would  add  to  the 
interest  of  our  sabbath  service,  if  it  could  be  held  in  a  suitable 
chapel,  away  from  the  halls.  We  could  also  do  more  than  now  to 
instruct,  and  amuse  the  patients,  by  singing,  and  various  enter- 
tainments which  those  outside  are  willing  to  give  for  the  benefit 
of  the  inmates. 

Our  roof,  which  was  laid  with  old  tin  from  the  building  taken 
down  in  the  prison  yard,  will  need  to  be  coated  with  some  water- 
proof substance  before  the  year  is  out,  as  it  now  leaks  badly. 

The  following  table  contains  a  careful  estimate  of  the  money 
needed  to  make  the  above  additions  and  repairs.  The  policy  of 
this  State  has  always  been,  that  liberality  to  her  public  institu- 
tions, is  the  wisest  economy,  and  no  doubt  it  will  be  considered 
such  in  this  case.

Though  we  have  occasional  presents  of  books,  yet  we  need  a 
small  annual  appropriation,  that  we  may  have  a  permanent  library. 
We  have  more  inmates  who  are  in  a  condition  to  be  improved  by 
books  than  by  medicine. 

The  expenses  for  the  general  support  of  the  Asylum  as  shown 
by  table  11,  have  been  much  less  in  proportion  for  this  year,  than 
for  the  eight  months  the  Asylum  was  open  last  year.  Including 
saleries  and  clothing,  the  expenses  were  $14,221.95.  The  estimate 
(for  sixty  patients)  for  the  next  year,  is  $13,245.00.  At  most  Asy- 
lums the  salaries  of  officers,  and  the  clothing  of  patients  do  not 
form  a  part  of  the  expenses  for  general  support,  but  here  must 
necessarily  be  included  in  the  amount. 

The  expenses  for  building  and  repairs  were  mostly  for  finishing 
the  different  buildings,  or  altering  those  already  finished,  and  a 
small  sum  for  repairs.  The  amount  expended  for  building  and 
repairs  the  last  year,  was  $3,264.63.  The  estimate  for  the  coming 
year  is,  $1,400.00. 

The  earnings  of  the  asylum  have  been  from  barn  and  garden, 
(table  No.  8)  $621.52.  The  expenses  of  this  department  have 
been  $651,95,  partly  for  the  large  amount  of  trees,  plants,  &c, 
required  in  the  commencement  of  the  garden  and  grounds.  The 
miscellaneous  earnings  have  been  (table  No.  9)  for  soap,  $104.00; 
for  labor  of  patients  (6071  days,  at  30  cts.  per  day)  $1,821.30. 
(table  No.  10.) 

The  personal  property  has  been  inventoried  twice  within  the 
year.  The  first,  taken  in  January,  amounted  to  $8,289.98;  the 
second,  taken  October  1st,  in  order  to  correspond  with  the  time 
of  our  report,  was  $9,321.41.  The  real  estate  has  been  appraised 
this  fall,  and  amounts  to  $76,015. 

To  several  friends  of  this  institution  we  are  under  obligations 
for  favors,  especially  to  our  chaplain,  Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  who,  with  a 
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very  slight  compensation,  has  been  willing  to  add  to  his  labors  the 
performance  of  our  Sabbath  services;  to  Knapp  &  Peck  for  a 
liberal  supply  of  newspapers,  to  Mrs.  Horace  Cook,  and  the  Miss 
Townsends,  for  illustrated  papers  and  magazines  ;  to  Rev.  Henry 
Fowler  and  Mrs.  David  Wright,  for  fruit  for  our  patients;  to  Mrs. 
Mary  Ann  Chase,  of  Philadclpha,  for  a  valuable  box  of  books  and 
pictures  ;  to  Dr.  Hall,  editor  of  the  Journal  of  Health,  for  a  large 
box  of  books  and  magazines;  to  Mr.  T.  C.  White,  of  Bennington 
Vt.,  for  papers  and  pictures,  and  to  the  Sabbath  school  under  his 
charge,  for  a  set  of  Sabbath  school  library  books,  and  papers, 
and  to  Dr.  Sylvester  D.  Willard,  of  Albany,  for  an  aquarium. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  those  associated  with  me,  for  their 
cordial  co-operation  and  personal  effort  to  promote  the  comfort  of 
the  patients,  and  the  welfare  of  the  institution. 

And  to  you,  gentlemen,  I  would  return  my  thanks,  for  your  sup- 
port and  personal  kindness,  and  commend  again  to  your  watchful 
care  and  supervision,  this  asylum.  With  devout  acknowledgments 
to  Providence,  we  would  trust  its  future  prosperity  to  His  protec- 
tion, reverently  believing  that  a  project  so  humane  and  benevolent 
cannot  fail  to  receive  Divine  favor.

CHAPLAIN'S   REPORT. 


Auburn,  September  30,  1860. 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  for  the   State  of 

New  York. 

Gentlemen  :  I  am  happy  to  say  to  you  that,  by  the  blessing  of 
God,  I  have  not  only  been  able  to  discharge  the  duties  required 
of  me  as  chaplain  of  the  prison,  but  also  have  continued  to  con- 
duct religious  service  in  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  for  Insane  Con- 
victs almost  every  Sabbath  (in  the  afternoon)  during  the  past 
year.  You  are  aware  that  I  commenced  to  hold  these  services 
first  by  the  request  of  Dr.  Hall,  the  worthy  superintendent,  soon 
after  the  Asylum  went  into  operation.  But  such  was  thought  to 
be  their  beneficial  effects  upon  the  minds  of  the  unfortunate  in- 
mates, that  by  the  request  of  your  honorable  Board,  as  well  as 
that  of  Dr.  Hall,  I  have  continued  them  until  the  present  time, 
though  I  have  received  but  very  little  remuneration,  aside  from 
that  which  I  derive  from  the  reflection  that  I  am  laboring  to 
benefit  a  doubly  unfortunate  class  of  my  fellow  men.  And  I  must 
confess  it  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  to  me,  as  it  has  also  to 
some  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  to  witness  the  quieting  and 
happy  effects  of  Divine  worship  upon  the  minds  of  some  even  who 
at  times  are  quite  frantic. 

The  deportment  and  attention  of  the  men  during  our  exercises 
are,  as  a  general  thing,  very  good,  and  vastly  better  than  when  I 
first  began  my  labors  with  them. 

It  is  to  me  somewhat  gratifying  to  know  that  these  men 
(though  very  insane  upon  most  subjects)  look  forward  with  great 
interest  and  apparent  pleasure  to  the  Sabbath;  and  often  talk  to 
each  other  about  "  our  meeting,"  and  "  our  preacher,"  etc.,  etc. 

I  think,  however,  that  our  religious  service  would  have  a  still 
greater  and  more  beneficial  effect  upon  them,  if  we  could  occupy 
our  little  chapel,  which  is  as  yet  unfinished,  instead  of  meeting, 
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as  we  now  do,  in  one  of  the  halls  where  the  men  are  accustomed 
to  amuse  themselves,  and  spend  most  of  their  time.  It  would 
then  appear  to  them  more  like  attending  church. 

I  do  not  profess  to  know  anything  as  to  the  treatment  of  insane 
persons,  and  it  may  not  be  thought  becoming  in  me  to  give  an 
opinion;  but  at  the  risk  of  all  that,  I  will  venture  the  remark 
that,  in  my  judgment,  our  religious  exercises  with  these  men 
upon  the  Sabbath,  in  getting  them  to  unite  with  us  in  singing 
praises  to  God,  and  then  listening  to  the  relation  of  Bible  stories 
and  incidents,  etc.,  etc.,  will  do  at  least  as  much  towards  restoring 
them  to  the  right  use  of  their  reason,  as  almost  anything  else  that 
can  be  done  for  them. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  to  you  that  all  of  the  officers  and 
attendants  of  the  institution  have  ever  treated  me  with  great 
courtesy  and  kindness,  and  also  have  done  what  they  could  to 
make  my  Sunday  visits  among  them  pleasant  to  myself,  as  well 
as  beneficial  to  the  inmates,  for  which  they  have  my  most  hearty 
thanks.
